The  box  to  contain  the  ballots  for  senator,  shall  be 
marked  "  senator,  number  four." 

The  box  to  contain  the  ballots  for  member  of  congress, 
shall  be  marked  "  congress,  number  five." 

The  box  to  contain  the  ballots  for  police,  and  civil  jus- 
tices, shall  be  marked  "justices,  number  six;"  and  the  box 
to  contain  the  name  of  electors  of  president,  and  vice 
president,  shall  be  marked  "president,  nuniber  seven;" 
and  at  every  election  hereafter  to  be  held  at  said  city,  such 
number  of  ooxes  marked  a9  aforesaid,  shall  be  furnished 
as  may  be  required  for  by  law,  to  receive  the  ballots  to  be 
used  at  such  election.

claim  to  vote  for,  and  which  when  folded  shall  be  endorsed 
with  the  words  "  state,  city  and  connty,  nmnber  one;''  and 
when  received  by  the  inspectors  of  election,  shall  be  de- 
posited in  the  box  markea  nnmber  one.  The  alderman, 
assistant  alderman,  assessors,  constables,  and  inspectors  of 
election,  and  the  school  officers  of  each  ward  wno  are  to

§  14.  The  provisions  of  the  act  concerning  elections,  a«J^' 
other  than  for  militia  and  town  officers,  passed  April  fifth,  ih4s,  to 
eighteen  hundred  and  forty-two,  with  the  amendments  and  ^^' 
additions  thereto,  are  hereby  declared  applicable  to  the 
said  village  of  Penn  Yan,  and  to  the  elections  held  under 
this  act,  except  so  fistr  as  they  may  be  inconsistent  with 
the  other  provisions  of  this  act 
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§  16.  If  any  person  having  been  an  oflScer  in  said  village, 
shall  not  within  ten  days  after  notification  and  request, 
deliver  to  his  successor  in  office,  all  the  property,  papers, 
and  effects  of  every  description  in  his  possession,  or  under 
his  control,  belonging  to  said  village  or  appertaining  to 
the  office  that  he  held,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  the  use 
of  the  village  fifty  dollars,  besides  all  damages  caused  by 
his  neglect  or  refusal  so  to  deliver. 


TITLE  3. 

OF  THE  BOABD  OF  TBUSTKE8. 

§  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  of  said  village, 
within  ten  days  after  each  annual  meeting,  to  choose  one 
of  their  number  to  be  the  president  of  the  said  corporation, 
such  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  trustees; 
in  case  of  his  absence  from  any  such  meeting,  the  trustees 
attending^  shall  choose  one  of  their  own  number  to  preside 
and  perform  the  duties  of  the  president  in  his  absence ; 
a  majority  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

§  2.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  management 
and  control  of  the  finances,  and  of  all  the  property  real 
and  personal  belonging  to  the  corporation,  and  notwith- 
stanaing  some  of  their  powers  are  herein  specifically 
enumerated,  they  shall  have  power  within  said  village 
from  time  to  time  to  make  such  general  ordinances,  by 
laws,  and  regulations,  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution 
of  the  state,  as  they  shall  deem  expedient  for  the  good 
government  of  the  village. 

§  3.  Whenever,  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  board  of 
trustees  pass  ordinances  on  any  subject  they  may  prescribe, 
the  penalty  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  a  violation  thereof, 
recover  pen-  §  ^'  ^'l  actious  brought  to  rccover  any  penalty  or  fojv 
•Jt^  ^-  feiture  incurred  under  this  act,  or  the  ordinances,  by-laws, 
or  police  regulations  made  in  pursuance  of  it,  shall  be 
brought  in  the  corporate  name,  stating  the  section  of  this 
act,  or  the  by-law  or  ordinance  under  which  the  penalty  is 
claimed,  and  if  any  judgment  shall  be  recovered  for  any 
penalty  imposed  by  any  ordinance  or  by-law,  for  the  pre- 
servation of  the  peace,  or  the  prevention  of  noise  or  dis- 
turbance in  the  said  village,  if  the  defendants  in  any  such 
action  have  no  goods  or  chattels,  lands  or  tenements, 
whereof  the  judgment  can  be  collected,  the  execution  shall 
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require  the  defendant  to  be  imprisoned  in  close  custody  in 
the  jail  of  Yates  county,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  thii-ty 
days ;  all  actions  by  or  against  the  corporation,  or  any 
officer  thereof,  for  the  recovery  of  one  hundred  dollars  or 
less,  may  be  brought  and  prosecuted  before  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  actions  are  brought 
and  prosecuted  before  justices  of  the  peace.  AU  expenses 
incurred  in  prosecuting  for  the  recovery  of  any  penalty  or 
forfeiture,  shall  be  defrayed  by  the  corporation ;  all  penal- 
ties and  forfeitures,  when  collected,  shaU  be  paid  to  the 
treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  said  village. 

§5.  AU  the  ordinances  and  by-laws  of  the  board  ofordinaac« 
trustees  shall  be  published  in  one  or  more  of  the  village  *°***^"^^*' 
papers,  for  two  successive  weeks  before  they  shall  take 
effect,  the  village  clerk  shall  make  and  sign  an  entry  or 
record  in  a  boot  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  of  every 
ordinance  and  by-law  enacted  by  the  board  of  trustees,  and 
of  the  time  of  such  first  publication  and  a  copy  thereof, 
certified  by  such  clerk,  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  in 
all  courts  and  places  of  the  due  passage  of  such  ordinances 
and  by-laws,  of  their  having  been  dmy  published,  and  of 
the  time  of  their  first  publication. 

§  6.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  exclusive  power  to  uoencetio 
license  taverns  and  groceries  within  the  limits  of  the  cor-  ^SSS«1?* 
poration,  and  to  pass  such  ordinances  as  it  may  deem 
proper  for  the  regulation  of  taverns,  groceries,  ordinaries, 
victualing  or  eatmg  houses  or  establishments,  and  petty 
groceries,  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  require  of  them 
what  it  may  deem  necessary  or  expedient  to  preserve  peace 
and  good  order,  but  no  license  to  tavern  keepers  or  grocers 
shall  be  granted  unless  upon  the  concurrence  of  a  majority 
of  the  trustees  elected  therein. 

^  7.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  exclusive  power  to  otcmtM, 
ana  authority  to  license  any  circus,  menagerie,  caravan,  **** 
theatrical  representation,  or  show  of  any  kind,  or  auc- 
tioneers within  said  village. 

§8.  The  trustees  of  said  village  shall  have  power  tOgy^,,,!!^ 
cause  the  sidewalks  on  the  streets  and  highways  within 
the  said  village,  or  any  or  either  of  them,  or  any  part 
thereof,  to  be  leveled,  raised,  amended,  graveled,  stoned, 
paved,  flagged,  planked  and  repaired,  and  to  compel  the 
owners  or  occupants  of  any  lands  or  lots  adjoining  such 
streets  or  highways  within  said  village,  to  make  such  im- 
provements upon  the  sidewalks  as  aforesaid  in  front  of  said 
land  or  lots,  and  to  determine  and  prescribe  the  manner  of 
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doing  the  same,  and  the  materials  to  be  used  therein,  and 
the  quality  of  such  materials ;  and  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  into  effect  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section, 
the  said  trustees  shall  cause  to  be  served  an  order  or  notice 
in  writing,  to  be  signed  by  the  clerk  of  the  said  village,  upon 
either  the  owner  or  occupant  of  such  land  or  lot,  in  case 
said  owner  or  occupant  resides  in  said  village,  and  if  nei- 
ther said  owner  or  occupant  are  residents  ol  said  villaro, 
then  said  order  or  notice  may  be  rendered  by  posting  me 
same  in  three  public  places  in  said  village,  and  placing  the 
same  in  some  conspicuous  place  on  said  lot,  and  also 
depositing  in  the  post  office  at  Penn  Yan  a  copy  of  said 
notice  or  order,  addressed  to  said  owner  if  his  residence  is 
known,  describing  particularly  the  imjjrovement  to  be 
made,  the  manner  m  which  the  same  is  ordered  to  be 
done,  and  the  materials  which  shall  be  used,  and  the  quan- 
tity thereof  if  they  deem  proper,  and  setting  forth  the  time 
within  which  the  same  snail  be  completed ;  and  in  case 
the  said  improvement  shall  not  be  made  and  completed 
within  the  time,  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  such 
notice,  the  said  trustees  may  cause  such  improvement  to 
be  made  or  completed  in  the  manner  specified  in  such 
order,  and  the  expenses  thereof  may  be  by  them  assessed 
on  such  lots  respectively,  and  be  collected  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  herein  provided  for  the  collection  of  other 
taxes  and  assessments  in  said  village.  All  sidewalks  to 
be  constructed  or  improved  in  front  of  any  meeting  house 
or  church  lot  in  said  village,  shaU  be  done  at  the  common 
expense  of  said  village. 


TITLE  4. 

Execution.       §  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  of  the  board  of 

of  lawi.      trustees  to  see  that  the  laws  of  the  state  and  village  are 

faithfully  executed,  and  recommend  to  the  board  such 

measures  as  he  may  think  necessary  and  expedient,  and 

he  shall  maintain  peace  and  good  order. 

&  2.  The  assessors  elected  under  this  act  shall,  within  the 
village  of  Penn  Yan,  exercise  all  the  powers  and  duties  of 
corporation  assessors,  in  the  same  manner  as  town  asses- 
sors, according  to  the  laws  of  this  state  now  in  force,  and 
any  laws  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  enacted.  The 
roll  shall  be  completed  and  filed  with  the  village  clerk  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  June  in  each  year,  together  with 
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all  other  papers  required  by  law  to  be  filed  m  the  town 
clerk's  oflSce.  Whenever  the  assessors  shall  have  comple- 
ted a  taxed  list  for  any  purpose  whatever,  the  president  or 
derk  shall  forthwith  give  public  notice  by  written  or- 
printed  notices,  to  be  put  up  at  four  or  more  public  places 
in  said  village,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  published  once  in 
all  the  village  papers,  of  the  completion  of  said  tax  list  by 
the  assessors,  and  shall  specify  in  such  notice  the  time  and 
place  at  which  the  said  trustees  will  meet,  to  hear  appeals 
jfrom  the  doings  of  the  assessors.  The  time  of  such  meeting 
shall  not  h%  less  than  ten  days  from  the  time  of  putting 
np  such  notices  \  all  persons  to  be  affected  by  such  tax, 
shall  have  the  privilege  at  all  reasonable  times,  at,  or  pre- 
vious to  such  meeting  of  the  trustees,  to  examine  such  tax 
list,  and  to  appeal  therefrom  to  the  said  trustees  at  the 
time  and  place  mentioned  in  such  notices,  and  at  such 
other  times  and  places  as  the  trustees  shall  appoint  there- 
for. The  trustees  shall  meet,  and  on  receiving  any  such 
appeal,  shall  have  power  to  alter  and  correct  such  tax  list 
as  they  shall  deem  just  and  equitable. 

S  3.  Any  assessor  shall  forfeit  to  the  village  twenty-five  rwust^, 
dollars  for  any  and  every  violation  of  his  duty  as  assessor. 

§  4.  The  clerk  shall  attend  all  the  meetings  of  the  elec-  cierkto 
tors  on  the  business  of  the  corporation,  and  all  meetings  of  li^. 
the  board  of  trustees ;  record  their  proceedings,  keep  all 
books,  records,  deeds  and  writings  belonging  to  the  corpo- 
ration, and  deliver  the  same  to  his  successor  on  demand. 

§  5.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  belonging  to  iremtm. 
the  village,  and  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts 
and  expenditures  in  such  manner  as  the  board  of  trustees 
shall  direct :  all  moneys  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasurer 
in  pursuance  of  the  order  of  the  board  of  trustees,  by  war- 
rants signed  by  the  president  or  presiding  officer  of  the 
hoard,  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk ;  such  warrants  shall 
specify  for  what  purpose  the  amount  therein  specified  is  to 
be  paid  ;  the  clerk  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all 
orders  drawn  on  the  treasury,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for 
that  purpose  by  the  board  of  trustees.  The  books  and 
entries  of  the  treasurer,  and  the  order  book  of  the  clerk, 
shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  any  elector  of  the  village 
at  all  reasonable  hours  :  the  treasurer  shall  exhibit  to  the 
board  of  trustees  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  annual 
election  in  each  year,  a  ftiU  account  of  all  receipts  and 
expenditures  after  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report  and 
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Street  corn- 


also  the  state  of  the  treasury,  which  account  shall  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  clerk,  and  read  at  the  annual  election. 

§  6.  The  street  copimissioner  shall  have  the  general 
supervision  and  charge  of  all  public  grounds,  and  the 
highways  of  the  village,  and  the  board  of  trustees  may  at 
any  time  remove,  limit,  regulate,  and  restrain  him  in  the 
performance  of  his  duties,  and  diminish  and  alter,  or  assign 
nim  other  powers  and  duties  as  they  may  think  proper. 

§  7.  The  collector  of  taxes  and  assessments  in  the  village, 
S^ifto'  ^  shall  perform  the  duties,  and  be  subject  to  the  liabilities 
and  obligations  prescribed  by  law  for  town  collectors,  and 
all  bonds  required  of  him  by  law,  shall  be  approved  by 
the  board  of  tiiistees,  and  filed  with  the  village  clerk ;  ana 
all  taxes  to  be  collected  (for  the  use  of  the  corporation,) 
within  the  limits  of  the  village,  shall  be  collected  by  him. 

&  8.  The  pound-master,^  sexton,  and  other  officers  ap- 
pointed by  the  trustees  shall  perform  such  duties,  and  pos- 
sess such  powers,  and  be  subject  to  such  liabilities  as  shall 
be  prescrioed  by  the  board  of  trustees.

OF  THE  ASSESSMENT  AITD  COLLECTION  OF  TAXES,   AO. 

§  1.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  examine  and  settle  all 
accounts  chargeable  against  the  village,  as  well  of  its  offi- 
cers as  other  persons. 

§  2.  The  trustees  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  raise 
money  by  tax,  to  be  assessed  on  the  estates  real  and  per- 
sonal, within  the  corporation,  and  collected  from  the  several 
owners  thereof,  whether  such  owners  are  residents  of  the 
corporation  or  not ;  to  pay  all  contingent  and  other  ex- 
penses of  the  corporation,  and  also  to  carry  into  effect  the 
several  powers  and  privileges  granted  by  this  act  as  herein 
provided. 

§  3.  The  trustees  shall  cause  the  village  roll  to  be  made 
out  and  filed,  together  with  a  copy  thereof,  in  the  office  of 
the  village  clerk.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  fix  the  com- 
pensation of  the  village  collector  for  collecting  the  taxes, 
not  exceeding  five  per  cent,  of  the  amount  actually  collected 
by  him.  The  tax  roll  shall  be  delivered  by  the  president 
to  the  collector  forthwith,  with  a  warrant  thereto  annexed, 
under  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  commanding  him  to 
receive,  levy,  and  collect  the  several  sums  in  the  roll  spe- 
cified, as  assessed  against  the  persons  or  property  therein 
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mentioned  or  described,  with  sncli  rate  per  cent  npon  said 
sums  for  collecting  the  same,  as  the  board  of  truBtees  shall 
have  fixed  in  manner  provided  by  law  for  the  collection 
and  levying  of  county  taxes  by  town  collectors,  and  to 
return  said  warrant  and  roll  within  ninety  days  after  the 
date  of  the  warrant.  At  the  time  of  the  delivery  to  him 
of  any  such  roll  and  warranty  the  collector  shall  deposit 
with  the  village  clerk,  a  copy  of  the  warrant  thereunto 
annexed,  and  endorse  thereon  a  receipt,  acknowledging 
the  reception  by  him  of  the  original  roll  and  warrant  as 
the  village  collector ;  and  thereupon  he  shall  proceed  to 
collect  the  taxes  in  said  roll  specined  in  the  manner  provi- 
ded bv  law  for  the  county  taxes,  and  shall  have  and  pos- 
sess all  the  powers  and  authority  conferred  by  law  on  the 
collectors  of  county  taxes  ;  and  shall  in  like  manner  pay 
over  all  moneys  collected  by  him  to  the  village  treasurer, 
and  shall  take  his  receipt  therefor,  and  shall  make  return 
to  the  village  clerk  of  the  amount  collected  and  paid  over 
by  him,  and  of  the  taxes  remaining  unpaid  ;  and  by  mak- 
ing oath  before  the  clerk  similar  in  all  respects  to  tne  oath 
required  by  law,  of  collectors  of  county  taxes,  he  shall  be 
credited  by  the  village  clerk  with  the  amount  so  remaining 
due  and  unpaid.  The  collector  shall  deposit  all  moneys  in 
his  hands  with  the  village  treasurer  from  time  to  time,  as 
tlie  board  of  trustees  shall  direct. 

§  4.  All  taxes  and  assessments  that  shall  remain  unpaid  unpdd 
for  three  months  after  the  date  of  the  warrant  authorizing  ^**' 
the  collection  thereof,  shall  bear  interest  at  twelve  per  cent 
per  annum -from  the  date  of  the  warrant,  and  such  tax  and 
mterest  may  be  sued  for  and  recovered  by  the  village, 
against  any  person  liable  thereof. 

§  5.  The  bioard  of  trustees  may  renew  from  time  to  time  Rraewai  of 
any  warrant  issued  for  the  collection  of  any  tax  or  assess- 7*™"'- 
ment,  whenever  any  tax  or  assessment  shall  be  returned 
uncollected,  or  issue  a  new  warrant  for  the  collection 
thereof,  and  in  such  renewal  or  warrant,  specify  the  time 
when  the  same  shall  be  returned,  and  direct  the  collection 
of  the  interest  on  such  taxes  or  assessments,  as  the  same  is 
given  to  the  village  by  this  act,  and  the  same  proceeding 
shall  be  had  thereon,  as  upon  the  first  warrant. 

§  6.  Whenever  any  person  upon  whose  estate  or  property  Neglects 
a  tax  shall  be  assessed,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  *^  **** 
same,  and  there  shall  be  no  personal  property  found, 
whereon  the  same  can  be  levied,  or  out  ot  which  such  tax 
can  be  collected,  the  collector  shall  make  return  thereof  to 
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the  trustees,  who  are  anthorized  to  cause  the  estate  on 
which  such  tax  was  ^sessed  to  be  sold  at  public  auction 
for  a  term  of  time  for  the  payment  of  sucn  tax,  giving 
three  months  notice  of  such  sale  in  one  or  more  of  the 
newspapers  published  in  said  village  ;  and  the  same  shall 
be  sold  to  the  person,  who  shall  offer  to  take  it  for  the 
shortest  time  for  the  payment  of  such  tax  with  interest, 
and  the  expenses  of  such  notice  and  sale. 

fSdi^  §  ^'  Whenever  any  real  estate  shall  be  sold  for  the  col- 
lection of  any  tax,  and  the  owner  thereof,  his  heirs  or 
assigns,  shall  not  within  one  vear  thereafter,  have  paid  or 
tendered  to  the  purchaser  or  his  legal  representative,  or  to 
the  treasurer  of  the  village  of  Penn  Tan,  the  amount  of 
such  tax  and  all  expenses,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  four- 
teen per  cent,  per  annum,  the  trustees  shall  deliver  to  the 
purchaser  thereof,  a  certificate  of  such  sale  under  the  seal 
of  the  corporation,  and  signed  by  the  president,  the  execu- 
tion of  which  may  be  proved  or  acknowledged  as  deeds, 
and  may  be  recorded  in  like  manner,  and  with  like  effect 
as  in  the  case  of  other  conveyances  of  the  title  of  lands. 

§  8.  The  purchaser  at  any  such  sale,  on  receiving  such 
certificate,  or  his  executors,  administrators,  or  assigns,  may 
immediately  enter  into  the  possession  of  such  real  estate, 
and  hold,  occupy,  and  enjoy  the  same  during  the  term  for 
which  it  was  sold. 

speckitez.  §  9.  Whenever  the  board  of  trustees  shall  be  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  interests  of  said  village  require  the  expend- 
iture for  any  extraordinary  or  special  purposes,  which  in 
their  opinion  cannot  be  paid  from  the  said  sum  of  six 
hundred  dollars  in  the  fourth  section  of  title  seven  men- 
tioned, after  defraying  the  ordinary  current  expenses  of 
the  year,  the  said  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  make 
an  estimate  of  the  sum  necessary  to  be  raised  for  said  pur- 
poses, and  to  state  the  amount  and  the  objects  for  which  it 
IS  required,  together  with  the  reasons  for  tneir  opinion,  and 
cause  the  statement  to  be  published  in  one  or  more  of  the 
village  papers  two  weeks  successively  preceding  the  day 
of  election.  The  trustees  shall  designate  in  said  notice 
some  central  and  convenient  place  in  said  village  for  hold- 
ing the  polls  of  said  election.  The  trustees  shaU  be 
inspectors  of  the  poll  of  said  election  in  the  same  manner 
as  at  charter  elections  in  said  village.  Every  male  resident 
of  the  village  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  whose  name 
shall  be  in  the  assessment  roll,  or  who  may  be  liable  to  be 
assessed  for  said  special  tax  made  by  the  assessors  of  said 
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village  next  preceding  said  special  election,  and  upon 
whoee  property,  or  upon  whom  as  the  owner  or  possessor 
of  property,  a  tax  shall  be  assessed  or  imposed  in  and  bv 
said  roll,  and  no  other  person  or  persons  whatever,  shall 
be  entitled  to  vote  at  such  special  election.  The  said 
assessment  roll  made  by  the  assessors,  or  a  copy  thereof, 
certified  by  the  villa^  clerk  and  the  president  of  laid 
viiliige,  shall  be  evidence  of  the  names  and  assessment 
as  atbresaid.  The  poUs  of  said  election  shall  be  opened  at 
ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  clostd  at  four.  On  the 
ballots  deposited  on  said  special  election  shall  be  written 
or  printed,  or  partly  written  and  partly  printed,  on  the 
inside  thereof,  the  words  "  for  special  tax,"  or  "  against 

rial  tax."  The  said  trustees  or  inspectors  shall  canvass 
irotes  received  at  the  said  special  election  immediately 
after  closing  the  polls,  without  adjourning,  and  then 
make  a  certificate  under  their  hancfs,  of  two  of  them, 
stating  the  whole  number  of  ballots  received,  the  whole 
number  "  for  special  tax,"  and  the  whole  number  "  against 
special  tax."  The  said  certificate,  if  received  by  the 
president  or  clerk,  shall  be  delivered  by  them  to  the 
board  of  trustees  at  their  next  meeting  after  the  said  elec- 
tion, and  the  said  trustees  shall  cause  the  result  of  said 
election,  as  appearing  bv  said  certificate,  to  be  entered  in 
their  minutes,  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  the  whole  number 
of  votes  received  at  such  election  with  the  words  "  for  spe- 
cial tax,"  shall  exceed  the  whole  number  of  votes  with  the 
words  "  against  special  tax,"  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
board  of  trustees  to  cause  the  said  sum  of  money  so  voted 
for  to  be  assessed,  levied  and  raised  with  and  in  addition 
to  the  said  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars,  and  all  other  taxes 
in  and  by  the  next  assessment  roll,  or  in  and  by  not  more 
than  five  successive  annual  instalments  thereafter,  and  in 
the  same  manner,  and  with  the  same  power  and  authority, 
as  is  herein  described  and  conferred  in  reference  to  the 
said  six  hundred  dollars.  In  case  of  a  majority  of  votes 
'^for  special  tax,"  the  board  of  trustees  may  thereupon 
proceed  to  authorize  the  expenditure  of  the  amount  thereot 
tor  the  objects  specified  in  their  published  statement,  and 
may  borrow,  if  they  shall  deem  it  necessary  so  to  do,  the 
amount  so  voted,  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  said 
tax,  for  a  time  not  exceeding  five  years,  payable  in  eaual 
annual  instalments  if  the  loan  shall  be  made  for  more  than 
one  year,  which  instalments  shall  be  levied  and  collected 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  general  tax  of  the  village,  and 
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the  araount  so  borrowed  shall  be  expended  upon  the  ob- 
jects for  which  the  special  tax  is  raised,  and  shall  be  paid 
as  soon  as  the  same  becomes  due  from  the  avails  of  the 
tax.  The  sum  and  sums  of  money  raised  by  any  special 
tax,  shall  be  paid  to  and  kept  by  the  treasury  distinct 
from  other  money,  and  entered  into  a  separate  account, 
and  shall  be  appropriated  by  the  trustees  exclusively  to 
the  object  or  objects  mentioned  in  their  said  publiafced 
statement. 

§  10.  The  trustees  shall  be  commissioners  of  highways 
in  and  for  said  village,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  of 
commissioners  oi  highways  of  the  several  towns  of  this 
state  subject  to  this  act ;  they  shall  also  have  the  power 
to  regulate,  repair,  amend,  discontinue,  alter  and  clean  the 
streets,  alleys,  highways,  bridges,  side  and  cross-walks, 
drains  and  sewers  in  said  viUage,  and  to  prevent  the 
encumbering  of  the  same  in  any  manner,  and  to  protect 
the  same  from  encroachment  and  injury.  All  bridges 
across  the  stream  or  river  called  the  outlet  of  the  Crooked 
lake,  in  said  village,  shall  be  repaired,  built,  and  rebuilt 
when  necessary  by  the  town  of  Milo,  or  bpr  the  county  of 
Yates,  in  the  same  manner  as  though  this  act  had  not 
passed. 

§  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable afker  every  annual  election,  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  to  determine  what  sum  is  to  be  raised  for  the 
ensuing  year,  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars,  by  a 
general  tax  for  highway  purposes,  to  defray  the  expenses 
of  making,  repairing,  laying  out  roads,  highways,  sewers 
and  bridges,  in  said  village,  and  the  same  shall  be  rated 
and  assessed  as  aforesaid,  on  or  among  the  owners  or  occu- 
pants of  the  real  estate  and  personal  property,  whether  the 
owners  be  residents  or  not  of  the  corporation,  incorporated 
companies  and  associations  in  said  village,  accordinff  to 
the  last  preceding  assessment  rolls  made  by  the  village 
assessors,  of  the  village  of  Penn  Yan. 

§  12.  In  the  highway  assessment  roll  to  be  made  under 
this  section,  all  persons  who  would  be  liable  by  law  to  be 
assessed  to  work  on  the  highways,  if  they  resiae  in  any  of 
the  towns  of  this  state,  shall,  if  their  names  are  on  the 
assessment  roll  of  said  village,  be  enumerated,  and  may  be 
taxed  by  the  board  of  trustees,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one 
dollar  as  a  poll  tax,  forming  a  part  of  the  amount  directed 
to  be  raised  as  hereinbefore  specified  ;  which  tax  roll 
when  complete,  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk,  and  a  copy 
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tiiereof,  and  a  warrant  thereto  annexed  under  the  corporate 
seal,  and  executed  as  hereinbefore  directed,  ^ven  to  the 
village  collector  with  the  same  power  and  authority  to  col- 
lect me  same  as  hereinbefore,,  by  the  fourth  and  sixdi  sec- 
tions, title  five,  directed. 

§  13.  The  pay  or  salary  of  the  street  commissioner  and  nv  « 
other  persons  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  trustees  to"***^ 
fiuperintend  or  work  on  the  nighways  from  time  to  time, 
shall  at  all  times  be  paid  out  of  the  highway  fund;  and 
the  said  highway  fund  shall  not  be  applied  or  appropriated 
to  any  purpose  whatever,  except  such  as  \fi  specined  in  this 
title;  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  lay  out, 
make,  and  open  streets,  alleys,  lanes,  and  highways,  and 
public  pounds  in  said  village. 

§  14.  Whenever  it  is  necessary  in  the  opinion  of  the  «»et<v&C' 
trustees  to  set  curb-stones  in  any  street,  the  same  shall  be 
set  by  the  trustees,  and  paid  for  as  street  expenses,  and  the 
board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  cause  any  street, 
alley,  lane  or  highway  in  saidvillage  to  be  leveled,  graded, 
paved,  repaired,  macadamized,  planked  or  graveled,  and  ' 
cause  cross-walks,  side-walks,  drains,  sewers,  and  aque- 
ducts to  be  made,  relaid,  amended  or  repaired  in  said  vil- 
lage; and  to  determine  by  a  resolution  to  be  entered  in 
the  minutes  of  the  proceeaings  of  the  board,  what  part  or 
portion  of  the  expenses  of  such  improvement  (except  for 
side-walks)  made  or  directed  under  this  section  shall  be 
defrayed  out  of  the  highway  fund. 

§  15.  'So  tax  except  highway  taxes  shall  be  assessed  by  Farm 
virtue  of  this  act  on  any  fiarm  lands  within  the  bound  of 
said  village,  so  long  as  such  farm  lands  shall  be  kept  and 
reserved  for  general  farming  purposes,  unless  saia  farm 
lands  shall  be  laid  out  in  village  lots  and  bounded  on  some 
street  or  highway  in  said  village;  but  all  mills,  houses  and 
other  buildings  on  such  farm  lands  in  said  village  shaU  be 
subject  to  taxation  in  like  manner  as  other  village  property.

and  suspected  persons,  and  disturbers  of  the  peace,  and 
others  charged  with  offences  against  the  by-laws,  ordi- 
nances, and  regulations  of  said  village,  and  to  take  them 
before  the  police  justice;  and  in  case  of  the  sickness,  ab- 
sence, or  inability  of  the  police  justice,  then  before  any 
other  justice  within  the  village,  to  be  dealt  with  according 
to  law,  and  to  keep  and  retain  such  persons  in  custody 
until  committed  or  discharged.  The  constable  arresting 
any  one  after  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening,  for  any  disoi^ 
deriy  conduct,  or  for  disturbing  the  peace  of  the  village, 
may  convey  them  to  the  county  jail  of  Yates  county,  there 
to  remain  until  nine  o'clock  the  next  day,  when  they  may 
be  brought  up  for  examination.  The  said  constable  shaU 
be  paid  the  same  compensation  for  his  services  as  other 
peace  officers,  and  his  charges  for  the  same,  together  with 
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the  fees  of  the  police  justice,  shall  be  audited  and  paid  by 
the  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Yates,  the  same  as  other 
justices'  accounts  are  now  audited  and  paid.  The  police 
constable  shall  not  be  authorized  to  serve  any  civil  process 
out  of  the  village  of  Penn  Yan,  excepi  where  the  said 
village  is  a  party.

§  9.  Every  fireman  who  shall  have  faithfully  served  as  muo. 
«uch  in  the  village  of  Penn  Yan,  for  the  term  of  seven 
years,  shall  thereafter  be  exempt  from  juries  in  courts  of 
record,  or  service  in  the  militia,  except  in  case  of  war, 
invaaioB,  or  insurrection.  The  evidence  to  entitle  such 
person  to  the  exemption  provided  in  this  section,  shall  be 
a  certificate  signed  by  the  president  and  clerk ;  no  such 
certificate  shall  be  hereafter  given,  until  the  applicant  shall 
iiave  made  and  filed  with  the  clerk  an  affidavit  that  for 
seven  years  preceding  he  has  actually  and  habitually  been 
present  with  his  company  at  fires  in  the  village,  when  not 
ii^^iined  therefrom  by  absence  from  the  village,  illness,  or 
other  unavoidable  circumstances.

AN"  ACT  to  authorize  a  re-purvey  of  a  puilio  highway 
leading  from  near  the  city  of  Romester^  in  the  covmiy  of 
Monroe^  to  Lewiston^  in  the  courUy  of  Niagara^  Tmywn 
as  the  Ridge  road. 

Passed  March  24, 1852,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  Staie  of  New  York^  represerUed  in 
Senate  a/nd  Aseemhly^  do  enact  as  follows  :

distances  through  said  county,  to  be  certified  hj  them,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  and  when  so  made  and  certified,  to  be 
recorded  in  said  clerk's  office;  they  shall  also  cause  so 
much  of  the  aforesaid  description  of  said  highway,  or  a 
new  one  made  and  certified  by  them  as  aforesaid,  as  relates

town  in  which  said  encroachments  exist,  a  certified  copy 
of  such  notice,  toother  with  a  certified  copy  of  their  deter- 
mination as  to  their  removal.  And  the  saia  commissioners 
of  highways  shall  forthwith,  at  the  expense  of  the  town, 
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remove  or  cause  the  same  to  be  removed,  so  as  to  leave 
the  highway  at  that  place  unencroached  upon,  and  unob- 
structed to  the  extent  mentioned  in  said  notice.  And  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  shall  cause  the  expense 
of  making  such  removal  by  the  said  highway  commis- 
sioners to  be  assessed  upon  said  town,  and  paid  over  to 
said  commissioners,  for  tne  benefit  of  those  entitled  to  it. 
And  the  commissioners  of  highways  of  such  town  shall 
have  a  right  of  action,  and  shaJl  prosecute  the  same  before 
any  Justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  against  the  person 
owning  or  occupying  the  land  adjoining  the  highway  where 
such  encroachments  have  been  removed  by  said  commis- 
sioners to  the  amount  of  twice  the  cost  oi  such  removal 
with  costs  of  suit,  and  on  recovering  the  same,  shall  pay 
the  amount,  over  and  above  such  costs,  to  the  supervisor 
of  the  town,  to  be  applied  as  such  town  shall  direct, 
oommis-  §  6.

§  1.  The  act  entitled  "An  act  to  enable  the  Seneca  road  corpontioa 
company  to  sell  parts  of  their  road  to  plank  road  compa-  ^^'^^^ 
nies,  and  to  abandon  some  parts  of  their  road,"  passed 
March  twenty-fifth,  one  thousand  ei^ht  hundred  and  fifty, 
is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following  to  the  end  of 
the  third  section  of  the  said  act:  "  the  said  president  and 
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directors  may  abandon  said  turnpike  road,  and  the  said 
corporation  is  hereby  declared  to  be  dissolved;  but  nothing

Passed  March  25, 1852,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York^  r&pres&nied  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  All  that  part  of  the  town  of  Kirkland,  in  the  county  BoiH»daric.. 
of  Oneida,  contained  within  the  following  bounds,  to  wit: 
beginning  at  the  northwest  comer  of  the  Clinton  burying 
ground,  tnence  south  forty-eight  degrees  and  thirty  minutes 
east,  ten  chains  and  forty  liuKS  in  the  south  line  of  Koswell 
Bronson's  land  to  the  Chenango  canal;  thence  north  fifty- 
five  d^rees  and  fifteen  minutes  east;  seventeen  chains  and 
sixty  links  to  lock  number  eighteen;  thence  south  thirty- 
one  degrees  and  fift;een  minutes  east,  thirteen  chains  and 
fifty-four  links  to  the  northeast  comer  of  D.  F.  Bang's  lot; 
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thence  south  six  degrees  west,  twenty-Beyen  chains  and 
twenty  links  to  a  poplar  tree  four  roads  northerly  of  the 
Arch  Dridge;  thence  south  forty-seven  degrees  west,  thirty- 
three  chains  and  fifty  links  to  the  center  of  the  road  to 
Paris  hill;  thence  north  eighty-four  degrees  west,  seventeen 
chains  sixty  links  to  a  double  bass  tree  on  T.  I.  Sawyer's 
land;  thence  north  sixty  degrees  and  thirty  minutes  west,

§  3.  The  inhabitants  of  said  village,  qualified  to  vote  at 
town  meetings,  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  of  April,  in 
each  and  every  year,  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  at  such 
time  and  place  in  said  village,  as  shau  be  appointed  by  the 
tmstees  of  said  village,  and  elect  from  the  qualified  electors 
of  said  village,  five  trustees,  three  assessors,  one  treasurer, 
one  clerk,  one  collector,  one  police  justice,  and  one  police 
constable,  for  said  corporation.  The  trustees  of  said  village,

and eight  hundred  and  seventy-three,)  a  body  politic,  in 
fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  the  fire  department  of 
the  city  of  Utica. 
Repre«nbi-  §  2.  The  engineers  belonging  to  the  fire  department  shall, 
tiT«s  cho«n.  ^^  ^^  before  the  first  Monday  of  January  in  every  year, 
choose  one  representative;  the  fire  wardens  three  represen-

Qj-Qy^j^nd,  Sparta,  and  West  Sparta,  in  the  county  of  Liv- 
ingston, commencing  at  the  road  leading  from  the  village 
of  Dansville  to  Geneseo,  and  extending  across  the  Canese- 
raga swamp  to  the  Dansville  side-cut  ot  the  Genesee  Valley 
canal,  and  when  completed  and  inspected  by  the  inspectors 
of  plank  roads  in  the  county  of  Livingston,  and  a  certifi- 
cate thereof  filed  in  the  oflSce  of  the  county  clerk  of  said 
county,  the  company  owing  such  road  may  erect  a  toll  gate 
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thereon,  and  may  demand  and  receive  toll  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  double  the  rates  prescribed  in  the  "  act  to 
provide  for  the  incorporation  ot  companies  to  construct .

making  assessments  of  money  and  labor  therefor,  within 
the  limits  of  said  village,  and  in  laying  out  such  labor  and 
money,  raised  for  highways,  streets,  and  bridges  therein. 

§  2?  The  trustees  of  said  village  shall  proceed  in  the  xmatew. 
same  manner  and  with  the  same  powers,  and  under  the 
same  restrictions  as  commissioners  of  highways  of  towns, 
in  repairing,  altering,  discontinuing  and  laying  out  streets 
and  highways  in  said  village,  ana  in  assessing  damages 
therefor.

§  1.  The  Rochester  and  Hemlock  lake  plank  road  com- 
S£?o?te2  pany  may  at  their  option,  build  and  construct  the  plank 
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road  laid  out  by  them  for  the  whole  twenty-eight  miles  or 
thereabouts,  which  they  were  organized  to  build,  or  they 
may  finish  only  the  twent^'-five  and  three-fourths  consecu- 
tive miles  of  the  same,  which  is  now  nearly  completed,  and 
be  released  from  all  obligations  to  build  any  more ;  and 
when  they  shall  have  finished  the  said  twentj^-five  and 
three-fourths  consecutive  miles,  they  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
the  rights,  immunities,  and  privileges  of  plank  road  com- 
panies formed  under  the  general  plank  road  laws,  for  the 
whole  length  of  time  remaining  unexpired,  of  their  char- 
ter, the  same  as  though  they  had  organized  to  build  but 
twenty-five  and  three-fourth  miles,  and  shall  be  entitled  to 
collect  tolls  thereon  at  the  rate  prescribed  by  law.

hereinatter  mentioned.  "^*' 

§  3.  The  dividends  arising  from  said  stock  so  to  be  sub-  Dividend*, 
scribed  for  or  purchased  by  said  city,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary,  shall  be  applied  by  the  common 
council  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  which  shall  from 
time  to  time  accrue  upon  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued 
by  this  act ;  and  in  case  such  dividends  shall  not  be  suffi- 
cient in  any  one  or  more  years  to  pay  the  interest  accruing 
on  said  bonds,  it  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  made,  the  duty  of 
the  common  council  of  said  city,  and  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  cause  to  be  assessed  and  levied  and  collected 
upon  the  real  and  personal  estate  of  said  city,  at  the  same 
time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  other  contingent  expenses 
of  the  said  city  are  assessed,  levied  and  xjollected,  such 
sum  or  suras  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  make  good 
such  deficiency,  and  apply  the  same  to  the  payment  of 
such  interest,  which  sum  snail  be  determined  upon  by  the 
common  council  of  said  city,  and  entered  on  their  minutes. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  common  council  to  ^Jjj""  **» 
loan  any  of  the  incorporated  banks  of  this  state,  during 
the  time  allowed  by  law  for  constructing  said  road,  any 
portion  of  the  sum  hereby  authorized  to  be  borrowed,  which 
may  not  be  immediately  wanted  for  the  payment  of  the 
stock  to  be  subscribed  for,  or  purchased  oy  them,  or  in 
the  construction  of  said  road.

tice shall  be  given  in  at  least  two  of  the  daily  newspapers 
published  in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  and  in  case  of  a  sale  of 
said  stock,  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  applied  by  said 
common  council  to  the  purchase,  or  redemption  of  the 
bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  by  this  act,  ana  to  no  other 
purpose  whatever. 

§  6.  The  common  council  of  the  city  of  Buffalo,  in  case  2^„J"^^ 
the  said  "Brantford  and  Buffalo  joint  stock  railroad  com-  tor  for  every 
pany"  elect  to  receive  their  subscription,  shall  have  power  JS2*  ^ 
to  nominate  and  appoint  onQ  director  of  said  company,  for 
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every  seventy-five  thousand  dollai*s,  of  capital  stock  held 
by  said  city  at  the  time  of  each  election  of  directors  of  said 
company,  but  said  city  shall  have  no  voice  in  the  election 
of  the  remaining  directors. 
^kJJj^ct  §  7.  The  preceding  sections,  one,  two,  three,  four,  five 
nnui  voted  aud  six,  together  with  this  section,  shall  not  take  eflTect 
until  they  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the 
city  of  Buffiilo,  qualified  to  vote  at  an  election  for  charter 
officers  of  said  city,  at  a  special  election  which  shall  be 
held  in  said  city,  at  such  time  as  the  common  council  shall 
direct,  of  which  ten  days  previous  notice  shall  be  given  by 
an  advertisement,  to  be  inserted  in  all  the  daily  newspapers 
published  in  said  city,  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
whether  or  not  it  is  expedient  for  said  city  to  borrow  the 
money  mentioned  in  said  sections  for  the  purposes  therein

Chap.  148. 

AX  ACT  to  extend  and  de-fine  the  powers  of  the  trustees 
and  other  officers  of  tlie  village  of  Monticello, 

Passed  April  3, 1852,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Ne%o  Yorh^  represented  in 
Senate  andAssemUy^  do  enact  as  follows : 

§  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  hereafter  to  be  Truateeg  to 
elected  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  incorporating  "rdaVi'" 
the  village  of  Monticello,  Sullivan  county,  passed  AprU  *"*^^'*°"- 
twentieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty,  and  the  act  amen- 
datory thereto,  passed  May  sixteenth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  thirty-seven,  within  ten  days  after  their  election,  to 
meet  at  the  court  house  in  said  village  and  choose  one  of 
their  number  to  be  president  of  said  board  of  trustees, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
trustees,  and  to  call  extra  meetings  of  said  board  when 
necessary;  the  clerk  of  said  village  to  be  ex-officio  clerk  of 
the  board  of  trustees,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  meet  with 
the  board  of  trustees,  and  to  keep  ji  record  of  all  their 
proceedings,  and  to  publish  all  sucn  regulations  and  ordi- 
nances as  the  board  shall  direct,  and  to  do  all  lawful  acts 
required  by  the  board. 

§  2.  It  snail  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees,  at  their  offWmtoH 
first  meeting,  or  within  six  days  thereafter,  by  resolution,  "w^"*'**- 
to  be  entered  of  record,  to  appoint  the  following  officers 
for  said  village,  viz :  a  treasurer,  a  street  commissioner,  a 
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pound  master,  and  one  constable  to  serve  process  only  in 
the  village,  also  one  chief  engineer  and  as  many  assistant 
engineers  as  said  board  may  deem  necessary  tor  the  organ- 
ization of  an  efficient  fire  department;  such  officers  to  hold 
their  respective  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  others  are 
appointed  in  their  places,  subject  however  to  be  removed 
for  neglect  of  duty  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  board  of 
trustees;  such  removal,  and  the  cause,  to  be  entered  by 
the  clerk,  and  all  vacancies  of  office,  by  resignation  or 
otherwise,  shall  in  like  manner  be  filled  by  the  board  of 
tnistees. 
J^^depart-  ^  3.  The  fire  department  shall  consist  of  the  trustees, 
"**°  who  shall  be  ex-officio  fire  wardens,  the  chief  and  assistant 

engineers,  one  company,  not  exceeding  twenty-four  men  to 
each  engine,  and  one  hook  and  ladder  company,  not  ex- 
ceeding twelve  men,  each  company  to  elect  their  own 
foreman  and  assistant  foreman,  and  clerk;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  trustees,  as  soon  as  may  be,  and  within 
thirty  days  after  the  annual  village  election,  to  organize 
such  department,  all  the  officers  and  membere  of  which 
shall,  whilst  they  perform  their  duties  faithfully  as  firemen, 
be  exempt  from  military  duty,  except  in  cases  of  war,  inva- 
sion or  insurrection,  and  from  serving  on  juries,  and  they 
shall  also  be  exempt  from  working  on  highways  or  com- 
mutation for  the  same  to  the  amount  of  four  days  work 
each. 
I^riJfu/ "  §  ^'  I*  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  to  cause  the  vil- 
iw  aMcase.!,  lage  fire  engines  to  be  put  in  good  repair,  to  procure  the 
hose  and  all  the  necessary  apparatus  for  the  organization 
of  an  efficient  fiLre  department,  and  to  cause  the  necessary 
cost  of  the  same  to  be  assessed  and  collected  in  the  manner 
provided  in  the  act  incorporating  said  village,  passed 
April  20, 1830,  except  that  all  moneys  collected  by  the 
collector  of  said  village  after  the  jjassage  of  this  act  shall 
be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  village.

fire  engines,  and  all  the  apparatus  which  has  been  provided 
to  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  if  he  shall  find 
any  portion  of  the  same  out  of  order  or  out  of  place 
provided  for  its  safe  keeping,  to  report  without  delay  the 
same  to  the  trustees,  and  such  engineer  shall  also  during

ordinances  to  prohibit  the  burning  of  gunpowder,  the  sale 
or  firing  of  fire  crackers,  the  burning  of  tar,  or  turpentine, 
or  any  combustible  matter  which  may  expose  buildings  to 
fire,  also  to  prohibit  unnecessary  noises  and  disturbances, 
especially  at  night,  and  the  discharge  of  fire  arms ;  to 

Erohibit  immoderate  riding  or  driving  in  the  streets  ;  the 
eeping  of  more  than  thirty  pounds,  of  gunpowder  in  any 
one  building;  to  require  the  inhabitants  to  construct  scuttles 
in  the  roofs  of  their  buildings  ;  to  regulate  streets  and  side 
walks  and  the  planting  of  trees  in  me  public  streets,  and 
to  pass  all  ordinances  tor  the  good  order  of  the  village,  and 
not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  state.

Sosed  in  consequence  ot  such  fire,  and  it  shall  also  be  the 
uty  of  all  the  oflScers  of  the  fire  department  to  report  to 
the  trustees  every  neglect  of  duty  of  any  member  of  the  fire 
department,  and  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  board  of  trustees 
that  such  neglect  was  intentional  they  shall  direct  the  name 
of  such  person  to  be  stricken  from  such  department,  and 
'  thereafter  such  person  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  benefit 

of  any  of  the  exemptions  provided  in  the  third  section  of 
this  act. 

Rond»to  be      §  8.  The  treasurer,  collector,  street  commissioners  and

of  their  respective  oflices. 

uKlh!*  §  ^'  "^^^  several  officers  to  be  appointed  by  virtue  of 
this  act,  within  ten  days  after  their  appointment,  and  be- 
fore they  enter  on  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices, 
shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  the 
president  of  the  corporation  or  a  justice  of  the  peace,  to

Passed  April  3, 1852,  three-fifths  being  present. 

TTie  PeopU  of  the  State  of  N&w  York^  represented  in 
Senate  ana  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows; 

%  1.  The  canal  appraisers  are  hereby  authorized  and  re* 

3uired  to  ascertain  and  appraise  the  damages  sustained  by 
ames  R.  Mears  and  William  A.  Mears,  to  certain  articles 
of  merchandize  contained  in  the  cellars  of  their  store  and 
warehouse  in  the  village  of  Fultonville,  Montgomery  coun- 
ty,, occasioned  bv  the  overflowing  of  the  dry  dock  creek  in 
the  month  of  July  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  and  in  the 
TrosTeM  to  'MO'^^h  of  February  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one,  if  they 
^"?lS^  shall  be  satisfied  that  said  damage  occurred  without  any 
neglect  or  want  of  care  on  their  part  and  for  want  of 
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finfBcient  capacity  of  the  culvert  to  pass  the  water  of  said 
creek  under  the  £rie  canal  when  unimpeded  by  flood* 
wood. 

§2.  The  treasurer  shall  pay  on  the  warrant  of  the  audi-  JJ^^J^ 
tor  of  the  canal  department  any  sum  awarded  to  the  said  awuded.

AN  Il(JJl  to  mcarp(mxUthe  Dvdley  Oheeroatory  of  the  city

AX  ACT  to  amend  an  act  in  relation  to  the  mcorporation 
of  the  village  of  Le  Hoy  ^passed  May  5, 1834:. 

Passed  April  6, 1852,  three-fifths  being  present. 

TJie  People  of  tJie  State  of  New  York^  represented  in 
Senale  ana  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows  : 

§  1.  The  village  of  Le  Roy  is  hereby  constitijted  a  road  vinage  am- 
district,  and  shall  be  exempt  from  the  superintendence  of  JSiddirfot.  ^ 
the  commissioners  of  the  highways  of  the  town  of  Le  Roy, 
except  all  bridges  across  the  stream  or  river  called  Allen's 
creek,  in  said  village,  which  shall  be  built,  rebuilt,  and 
repaired  by  the  town  of  Le  Roy,  in  the  same  manner  as  if 
this  act  had  not  been  passed;  and  the  trustees  of  the  vil- 
lage shall  have  the  same  powers  over  the  said  road  district, 
and  shall  discharge  all  the  duties  which  by  law  are  given 
to,  or  enjoined  upon  commissioners  of  highways,  and  to  be 
subject  to  the  like  restrictions  and  appeals,  except  as  here- 
inafter provided.    The  said  trustees  shall  have  power, 

1.  To  appoint  by  contract  one  or  more  commissioners,  commi*. 
and  to  remove  the  same  at  pleasure;  and  to  appoint  one  pXtS.'^' 
or  more  persons  in  the  same  manner  in  his  or  their  stead : 

2.  To  require  from  every  such  street  commissioner  aTogiYe* 
bond  with  one  or  more  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  such  ^°^ 
trustees  for  the  due  performance  of  his  duties,  and  for  the 
faitliful  expenditure  of  all  moneys  that  shall  come  to  his 
hands :

4.  To  make  an  estimate  and  assessment  of  the  whole  ^mawmcnt

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manner  prescribed  by  the  provisions  contained  in  article 
second,  title  first,  and  chapter  sixteenth,  of  the  revised 
statutes,  and  the  £tct  to  amend  the  same,  passed  tenth 
April,  eighteen^hundred  thirty-two,  except  that  no  person 
shall  be  assessed  more  than  one  day  for  a  poll  tax : 

5.  To  require  of  every  person  who  shall  be  so  assessed 
over  one  day  in  any  one  assessment  the  payment  of  his  or 
her  whole  assessment  in  money,  at  the  rate  of  fitly  cents 
per  day,  and  to  collect  the  same  in  the  manner  that  taxes 
voted  by  the  inhabitants  of  said  village  are  collected: 

6.  To  make  their  orders,  from  time  to  time,  in  favor  of 
any  such  street  commissioners,  upon  the  treasurer  for  such 
portions  of  the  money  so  collected,  as  they  may  deem 
proper  to  be  expended  in  the  improvements  of  the  streets, 
in  compensating  the  commissioners,  and  in  the  purchase 
or  hiring  of  such  necessary  teams  and  implements  therefor 
as  they  may  deem  proper.  Whenever  required,  the  said 
street  commissioner  or  commissioners  for  the  time  being, 
shall  deliver  to  the  trustees  a  list  of  all  pereons  in  said 
village  by  law  liable  to  work  on  the  highway.  When  a 
list  of  the  persons  assessed  for  one  day  only  shall  be  de- 
livered by  the  trustees  to  any  street  commissioner,  he  shall 
warn  all  such  persons  to  labor  on  the  highways  according 
to  the  article  of  the  revised  statutes  above  referred  to ; 
and  all  such  persons,  when  duly  warned,  shall  work  out 
said  assessment,  or  they  may  commute  the  same,  at  the 
rate  of  fifty  cents  per  day,  to  be  paid  to  such  street  com- 
missioner. If  any  such  person  shall  neglect  or  retiise  so  to 
work  or  commute,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  penalties 
as  is  provided  in  the  third  article  of  the  title  of  the  revised 
statutes  above  referred  to,  to  be  collected  in  the  same 
manner  as  penalties  imposed  by  the  trustees  for  the  viola- 
tion of  the  ordinances  and  by-laws  of  said  village.  The 
street  commissioner  or  connnissionei*s  for  the  time  being, 
shall  superintend  the  labor  to  be  done  on  the  streets  and 
highways  and  cross-walks,  and  expend  all  moneys  that 
shall  come  to  his  or  their  hands  as  such,  according  to  the 
direction  of  the  trustees.  Every  such  street  commissioner 
shall,  as  often  as  required  by  the  trustees,  account  to  them 
for  all  moneys  that  he  may  receive,  and  at  the  end  of  bis 
term  of  office  render  them  a  full  account  under  oath,  as  is 
provided  for  overseers  of  highways  in  the  said  third  article; 
and  the  street  commissioner  or  commissioners  for  the  time 
being,  shall  have  the  care  of  the  streets,  cross-walks  and 
side-walks  in  said  village,  and  perform  such  other  duties 
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in  relation  thereto  as  the  trustees  shall  direct.  The  col-  ^2"^^ '  *"' 
lector  of  the  village  of  Le  Roy  aforesaid  shall,  under 
the  direction  of  the  trustees,  collect  the  assessments  required 
as  aforesaid,  to  be  paid  in  money  in  lieu  of  highway  labor, 
and  have  the  same  powers  in  relation  thereto,  and  be  sub- 
ject to  the  same  duties  and  liabilities,  as  are  the  collectors 
of  other  taxes ;  and  the  said  assessments  shall  be  a  lien  on 
real  estate  like  other  taxes.

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bridge  comf(iiiy,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  nuttn- 
taining,  and  matiaging  a  bridge  across  the  Mohawk  river 
in  the  county  of  Montgomery,  at  the  same  place  where  the 
Fort  Hunter  and  Trioes  Hill  ]^idge  company  erected  a 
bridge  which  was  carried  away  by  the  flood  in  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-nine,  or  at  a  plate  not  more  than  one 
hundred  yardfl  above  or  below  the  site  of  said  former 
bridge.

§  1.  In  all  c«6e8  where  a  libel  has  been,  or  may  hereafter  ttw  in 
be  published  in  Any  paper  in  this  state,  against  any  person  SSS!  ^^ 
residing  therein,  the  accused  shall  be  indicted,  and  the 
trial  thereof  shall  be  had  in  either  the  county  where  the 
said  paper  was  or  may  hereafter  be  published,  or  in  any 
county  where  the  party  libelled  shall  reside;  but  the  defen- 
dant may  in  all  cases  claim  the  right,*  by  motion  to  the 
supreme  court  in  the  district  where  he  resides,  to  be  tried 
in  the  county  where  the  libel  was  or  may  hereafter  be 
printed,  on  executing  a  bond  to  the  complainant,  in  the 
penal  sum  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty,  nor 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court,  conditioned,  in  case  the  defendant  be  convicted,  for 
the  payment  of  aU  the  complainant's  reasona'ble  and  neces- 
sary travelling  expenses  incurred  in  going  to  and  from  his 
place  of  residence  and  the  place  of  trial,  and  the  necessary 
expenses  in  attendance  on  the  trial,  in  the  prosecution  of 
the  defendant.

tures, machinery  and  appurtenances,  uniting  the  waters  of

situated  withm  said  village,  and  any  personal  state,  for 
the  use  thereof,  and  possess  all  the  powers  and  privileges 
incident  to  a  body  corporate. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  inhabitants  of  said  village  ggion 
qualified  to  vote  at  town  meetings,  to  aieet  on  the  first  ***"*"■ 
Tuesday  in  April  in  each  year,  at  such  time  and  place  in 
said  village  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  trustees  for  the 
time  being,  and  notified  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  village 
at  least  ten  days  previous  thereto,  by  notice  inserted  in  a 
newspaper  printed  in  said  village,  or  posted  in  three  public 
16 
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places  in  the  same,  and^lect  by  ballot  from  the  tax  payers 
ttiereof  five  trustees,  three  assessors,  one  police  justice,  one 
clerk,  one  treasurer,  one  collector,  one -police  constable,  one 
street  commissioner,  and  one  pound  keeper  for  said  village, 
and  such  trustees  shall  preside  at  such  meetings,  and 
examine  persons  challenged,  when  offering  to  vote,  on 
oath,  as  to  their  qualifications,  and  reject  the  votes  of  such 
as  are  found  not  qualified  on  such  examination,  and  declare 
the  persons  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  therefor 
duly  elected  to  the  several  offices  aforesaid,  and  each  of 
the  officers  aforesaid  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  first' 
Tuesday  of  April  next  after  his  election,  and  until  another 
is  elected  or  appointed  in  his  stead,  and  has  taken  the  oath 
of  office,  excepting  the  police  justice,  whose  term  of  office 
shall  be  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  in  case  for  any  cause 
whatsoever,  such  officers,  or  any  of  them,  shall  not  be 
chosen  on  the  day  in  any  year  herein  appointed  therefor 
the  said  corporation  shall  not  be  dissolved,  but  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  inhabitants  of  said  village,  qualified  as  afore- 
said, on  some  other  day  to  be  notified  by  the  trustees  for 
the  time  being  as  aforesaid,  to  elect  all  or  any  of  the 
officers  aforesaid  not  before  chosen  in  the  manner  afore-

village,  shall  within  ten  days  after  their  election  and  ap- 
pointment, and  before  they  proceed  to  execute  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or 
affirmation,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  said  county, 
to  support  the  constitution  of  this  state  and  of  the  United 
States,  and  for  the  faithful  execution  of  the  trust  or  office 
to  which  they  are  severally  chosen  or  appointed. 
'MdcottBctor  §  ^''  "^^  treasurer  and  collector  shall,  before  entering 
tog£i  on  the  duties  of  their  offices,  respectively,  give  such  bono, 
with  one  or  more  sureties,  to  the  trustees  of  said  village,  to 
pay  and  account  for  all  moneys  that  shall  come  into  their 
nands  as  such,  and  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  trust 
reposed  in  them,  as  a  majority  of  said  trustees  shall  deem

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§  5.  In  case  of  a  yacascj  by  desrth,  removal,  resignation,  VMandM. 
absence,  neglect,  inabyitj,  or  reiiisai  to  serve  of  any  of  thb 
offices  elected,  chosen,  appointed,  or  otherwise  created  by 
virtue  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  to  ap- 
point some  suitable  person  to  fill  such  vacancy  ;  and  the 
person  so  appointed  shall  have  like  powers,  and  be  subject 
to  the  same  anties,  restrictioBs  and  liabilities,  and  be  sub- 
ject to  the  same  rec^uirements  as  if  elected  or  appointed  in 
the  manner  aforesaid.

To  a  common  pound,  and  tlie  impounding  of  animals. 

To  the  sale  deposite  of  ashes. 

To  firemen  and  fire  companies,  and  hook  and  ladder 
companies,  and  the  members  thereof. 

To  keeping  fire  buckets,  hooks  and  ladders,  and  assist- 
ing to  extinguish  fires. 

To  theatres,  billiard  tables,  theatrical  and  other  perform- 
ances. 

The  exhibition  of  wax  figures,  wild  animals,  mountbanks 
and  all  other  shows  and  Siowmen,  and  to  the  regulation 
thereof. 

To  preventing  and  restraining  riots,  routs,  noises,  dis- 
turbances, disorderly  assemblages,  in  any  street  or  part  of 
said  village,  and  in  relation  to  such  other  matters  or  things 
as  may  be  necessary  or  proper  to  the  effectual  exercise  of 
the  powers  and  privileges  in  this  act  conlerred,  or  any  of 
them ;  and  they  shall  also  have  power  to  establish  a  com- 
mon pound.

or  other  liquid,  or  any  missile  or  thing,  upon  or  against  any 
building  in  the  village,  or  through  any  window  thereof,  and 
any  person  who  shall  wilfully  break,  ini  nre  or  defisice  an^  fence 
trees,  shrubbery  or  other  ornamental  thing  in  the  vUlaee, 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  disorderly  persons,  and  may  oe 
proceeded  against  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  ad 
Persons  charged  with  the  commission  of  any  offence  speci- 
fied in  this  section,  which  is  by  the  existing  law  a  crime  or 
misdemeanor,  may  be  proceeded  against  according  to  the 
J^^J^  present  provisions  of  law,  or  according  to  this  act 
justioo.  §28.  The  police  justice  shall  have  power,  in  cases  of

tion to  the  Oswepo  canal,"  passed  April  5th,  1849,  to  hear 
and  determine  his  claim  for  damages  arising  out  of  such 
direction  and  discontinuance,  and  award  him  such  amount 
as  it  shall  appear  on  the  hearing  he  has  sustained  in  con- 
sequence of  such  discontinuance.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  milage  of  Union 

Springs. 

Passed  April  12, 1852,  three-fifths  being  present. 

l%e  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  rq^eserUed  in 
Senate  amSAjisefmhly,  do  enact  asfoUowe  : 

TITLE  ONE. 

BOTJNDABIEB. 

§  1.  All  that  part  of  the  town  of  Springport,  county  of  J^jj^^y^^ 
Gayusa,  and  state  of  New  York,  which  is  contained  within 
the  fdlowing  bounds  and  limits,  to  wit:  beginning  at  the 
diore  of  Cayuga  lake  at  the  northwest  comer  of  the  Cayuga 
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residence  reservation,  being  the  south-west  corner  of  lot 
number  103,  of  the  East  Cayuga  reservation,  and  runs  from 
thence  south  88  degrees  east  79  chains  and  65  links  the 
southeast  comer  of  said  lot  No.  103;  thence  north  two  de- 
grees east  145  chains  and  4  links  to  H.  G.  Hammond's 
south  line;  thence  north  88  degrees  west  42  chains  and  57 
links  to  the  west  side  of  the  lake  road;  thence  south  20  de- 
grees east  6  chains  and  5  links  to  E.  B.  Howland's  north 
line;  thence  north  88  degrees  west  59  chains  and  60  links; 
thence  south  2  degrees  west  10  chains  and  62  links  to  the 
lake  shore;  thence  southerly  along  the  east  shore  of  the 
Cayuga  lake  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

§  2.  The  citizens  of  this  state,  trom  time  to  time  inhabi- 
tants within  the  aforesaid  bounds  and  limits,  shall  hereaf- 
ter henceforth  and  forever  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate 
in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  "  the  trustees  of  the 
village  of  Union  Springs,"  by  which  name  they  and  their 
successors  may  sue  and  be  sued,  complain  and  defend, 
answer  and  be  answered  unto  in  all  courts  and  places  what- 
soever, and  in  all  manner  of  actions,  causes  and  complaints 
whatsoever,  adopt  and  use  a  common  seal  and  alter  it  at 
pleasure,  and  take,  hold,  purchase,  sell,  assign  and  convey 
any  personal  and  real  estate  as  the  purpose  of  the  corpora- 
tion may  require.

The  present  trustees  of  the  village  of  Union  Springs, 
i^atteiectioo.  ^^  ^  major  part  of  them  in  office,  shall  be  the  inspectors  of 
the  first  election  to  be  held  under  this  act,  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-three  (1853). 
Such  election  shall  m  held  and  conducted,  and  the  votes 
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giyen  thereat  canvassed  bj  the  said  iDspectors,  and  the  re- 
sult declared  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  this  act  for  other 
elections  as  far  as  the  same  is  applicable.

such  election,  to  be  appointed  by  such  inspectors  immedi- 
ately after  the  completion  of  the  canvass  or  the  votes  given 
at  such  election,  and  a  certificate  of  such  drawing  shall  be 
signed  by  such  inspectors,  and  filed  with  the  clerk  of  said 
village,  and  recorded  by  said  clerk  in  the  book  kept  by 
him  containing  the  proceedings  of  the  corporation.

bridges,  and  side-walks  in  said  village,  and  to  procure 
materials  for  the  same,  and  employ  the  laborers,  all  to  be 
done  under  the  directions  of  the  trustees,  and  to  do  and 
perform  such  other  service  as  may  be  prescribed  by  this 
act  or  by  said  trustees. 

§  18.  Vacancies  in  the  office  of  tntetee  occurring  in  any 
manner,  may  be  filled  at  a  special  election  called  and  ap- 
pointed, by  the  trustees  in  office  for  the  time  being,  and 
conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  an  annual  election.

TITLE  THREE. 

OF  THE  TRUSTEES,  THEIB  F0WEB8  AJXD  DUTIES. 

§  1.  The  trustees  shall  have  the  management  and  Control 
of  the  finances  and  of  all  the  property  both  real  and  pe> 
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8onal  belonging  to  the  corporation,  and  shall  have  power 
and  anthoritj  within  said  villaffe  to  make,  establish,  pub- 
lish, alter,  modify,  amend,  ana  repeal  rules,  resolutions, 
regulations,  ordinances,  and  by-laws  for  the  following 
purposes,  viz : 

1.  To  prevent  vice  and  immorality,  to  preserve  peace  and 
^ood  order,  to  quell  and  prevent  any  noise,  disturbance, 
riots,  and  disorderly  assemolages  or  meetings,  to  restrain 
and  suppress  disorderly  houses,  houses  of  ill  fame,  gaming 
houses,  and  implements  and  devices  for  the  purpose  of  gam- 
ing, billiard  tables,  nine  or  ten  pin  alleys,  gun  or  ball  alleys. 

2.  To  regulate  auction  sales. 

3.  To  prohibit  or  regulate  the  rolling  of  hoops,  playing 
at  ball,  flying  of  kites,  sliding  down  hill  on  sleds,  or  any 
other  amusements  or  practice  having  tendency  to  annoy 
persons  passing  on  the  streets  or  side-walks,  or  to  frighten 
teams  or  horses  in  said  village,  and  to  regulate  and  prevent 
the  firing  of  guns,  pistols,  nre  arms,  and  the  use  or  firing 
of  crackers,  rockets,  squibs,  and  fire  works  in  said  village. 

4.  To  regulate  or  determine  the  time  and  place  of  bath- 
ing in  any  of  the  waters  of  the  Cayuga  lake  or  mill-ponds 
or  outlets  in  said  village  or  adjacent  thereto,  or  to  prevent 
the  same. 

5.  To  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses, 
swine,  sheep,  ^oats  and  geese,  and  to  authorize  the  distrain- 
ing, impounding  and  sale  of  the  same,  for  the  penalty  in- 
curred and  costs  of  proceeding,  and  to  appomt  one  or 
more  persons  to  drive  any  of  the  aforesaid  animals  so  run- 
ning at  large  to  the  pound,  and  to  determine  their  fees  and 
duties.    To  establish  and  regulate  public  pounds.    To  ap- 

Soint  pound-keepers,  and  to  prescribe  their  powers  and 
uties,  and  to  regulate  and  prevent  the  running  at  large  of 
dogs  owned  by  persons  residing  in  said  villa^. 

6.  To  prevent  horse  racing,  immoderate  ridmg  or  driving 
in  any  of  the  streets  of  said  village,  and  to  authorize  the 
stopping  of  any  one  who  shall  be  guilty  of  immoderate 
riding  or  driving  in  said  streets  by  any  person. 

7.  To  prevent  and  remove  all  incumbrances,  obstructions 
and  encroachments,  from  any  cause  whatever,  upon  the 
public  or  private  streets,  bridges,  public  squares  or  grounds, 
side-walks  or  cross-walks  of  said  village,  and  to  cause  the 
same  to  be  removed  and  the  streets  to  be  cleaned,  and  to 
prevent  riding,  driving  or  leading  horses  or  teams  or  cattle 
with  or  without  wagons,  sleighs  and  carriages,  on  any  side- 
walk in  said  village. 
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8.  To  compel  all  persons  to  keep  and  remove  snow,  ioe 
and  dirt  from  the  side-walks  in  front  of  the  premises  owned 
or  occupied  by  them. 

9.  To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  grocery, 
cellar,  tallow  chandler  shop,  soap  factory,  tannery,  stau, 
privy,  sewer,  slaughter  house  or  other  unwholesome  house 
or  place,  to  cleanse,  remove,  abate  or  discontinue  the  use 
of  the  same  whenever  the  same  may  be  necessary  for  the 
health  and  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of 
said  village. 

10.  To  determine  what  are  nuisances,  and  to  remove, 
destroy,  prevent  or  abate  the  same,  and  to  regulate  slaugh- 
ter houses,  and  to  direct  or  prevent  the  use  or  location  of 
the  same,  and  to  regulate  nuisances  generally. 

11.  To  regulate  the  keeping  and  conveying  of  ffunpowder 
and  other  combustible  and  dangerous  materials,'  and  the 
use  of  candles,  and  lights  in  bams  and  stables. 

12.  To  regulate  and  restrain  the  ringing  of  bells ;  to 
erect  hay-scales  in  said  village;  to  appoint  an  examiner  of 
weights  and  measures. 

13.  To  prevent  or  prohibit  all  exhibitions  of  any  natural 
or  artificial  curiosities,  caravans  of  animals,  circuses,  theat- 
rical and  •  other  shows  or  exhibitions  or  performances  for 
money,  within  the  bounds  of  said  corporation;  and  if  the 
said  trustees  shall  deem  advisable  to  licfense  the  same,  on 

Sayment  of  not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor  more  than  twenty 
oilars  tor  the  exhibition  of  the  same  for  not  more  than 
twenty-four  hours. 

14.  To  grade,  pitch,  level  and  pave,  repair,  construct, 
make,  amend  or  relay,  (or  cause  the  same  to  be  so  done,)  any 
street,  lane,  alley,  road  or  highway,  side-walks,  crosswalka, 
bridges,  drains,  sewers  or  aqueducts,  either  with  plank, 
stone,  dirt  or  gravel,  as  said  trustees  may  determine;  and 
to  provide  for  the  planting  or  setting  and  protecting  omar 
mental  or  shade  trees  in  any  public  squares,  grounds  or 
Btreet«  in  said  village. 

16.  To  survey  the  boundaries  and  streets  of  said  vil- 
lage from  time  to  time,  and  to  make  and  establish  a  map 
thereof. 

16.  To  enter,  and  to  authorize  others  to  enter  in  the  day 
time  into  any  building  in  the  said  village,  in  which  shafi 
be  a  fireplace,  chimney,  stove  or  stovepipe,  for  the  purpose 
of  examining  the  condition  of  the  same,  and  to  maxe  such 
regulations  in  regard  thereto,  as  a  proper  security  against 
fi^  shall  in  their  judgment  require. 
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17-  To  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  perform  the  du- 
es of  the  president  in  his  absence,  and  to  appoint  any 
person  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  clerk  in  his  absence. 

18.  To  exercise  all  other  powers  conferred  on  them  by 
this  act,  for  any  purpose  whatever. 

&  2.  The  trustees  of  said  village  may  make,  publish,  or-  gj^jj^*** 
dain,  amend  and  repeal  all  such  ordinances,  by-laws  and  ~^** 
police  regulations,  not  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  state,  as 
may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  powers  given  to 
said  trustees  by  this  act,  and  enforce  observances  of  all 
rules,  regulations,  resolutions,  ordinances  and  by-laws  made 
in  pursuance  of  this  act,  by  imposing  penalties  on  any 
person  or  persons,  or  corporations  violating  the  same,  not 
exceeding  in  one  case  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with 
costs  in  a  civil  action  of  debt,  in  any  court  having  cogni- 
zance thereof.  Every  such  ordinance  or  by-law  imposing 
any  penalty  or  forfeiture  for  a  violation  oi  its  provisions 
shall,  after  the  passage  thereof,  be  published  two  weeks 
successively  in  the  newspaper  printed  and  published  in  said 
village,  and  proof  of  such  piiblication  by  the  aJBSdavit  of 
the  printer  or  publisher  of  said  newspaper,  taken  before 
any  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  and  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  the  village,  or  any  other  competent  proof  of 
such  publication  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  tne  legal 
publication  of  such  ordinances  or  by-laws  in  all  courts  and 
places. 

§  3.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time,  to  "^jJJJJJ!  *•• 
prescribe  the  duties  of  the  street  commissioners,  and  of  all  Suti»ofiif- 
officers  and  persons  appointed  by  them  under  this  act,  sub-  ^^'•^ 
ject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  may  remove  all  such 
persons  so  appointed  at  any  time. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  each  and  every  statemeotof 
year,  at  the  place  where  the  annual  meeting  or  election  is  SJSyUd 
held,  to  exhioit  at  such  meeting  or  election  a  statement  of  p^®^- 
all  moneys  received  by  them,  or  the  treasurer,  or  street 
commissioners,  and  the  several  sums  paid  out,  and  for  what 
purpose. 

TITLE  FOUE. 

OF  THE  ASSESSMENTS,  LEVYING  AND  OOLLECTION  OF  TAXES. 

§  1.  The  trustees  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  raise  MayniM 
money  by  tax  to  be  assessed  upon  the  estate,  real  and  per-  22^*^ 
sonal,  within  the  bounds  of  the  said  corporation,  ana  to 
be  collected  from  the  several  owners  and  occupants  thereof, 
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for  the  purchasing  of  any  real  or  personal  property  for  the 
use  of  the  said  village,  and  to  defray  the  ordinary  and 
contingent  expenses  of  the  said  corporation,  but  no  each 
tax  shall  be  levied  and  collected  (except  for  street  expenses) 
until  the  same  shall  have  been  authorized  by  a  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  said  village  qualified 
to  vote  under  this  act,  present  at  any  annual  election  or 
meeting,  or  at  any  special  meeting  duly  called  for  that 

fmrpose,  and  no  tax  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
ars  shall  be  raised  in  any  one  year. 
Apportion-  §  2.  Whenever  any  tax  shall  have  been  directed  to  be 
levied,  the  trustees  shall  apportion  the  same  among  the 
taxable  inhabitants  and  corporations  of  the  said  village, 
and  the  non-residents,  owners  of  property  therein,  in  con- 
formity as  nearly  as  practicable  with  the  provisions  of  law 
in  respect  to  the  assessment  of  taxes  by  town  assessors,  and 
when  their  assessment  roll  shall  have  been  reviewed  and 
completed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  immediatdr 
thereafter  to  deliver  the  same  to  the  village  collector  witn 
their  warrant  under  the  hands  of  a  majority  of  them,  to  be 
directed  to  said  collector,  commanding  him  to  levy  and 
collect  the  amount  of  such  tax  in  the  same  manner  as  wa^ 
rants  issued  by  the  board  of  supervisors  to  the  collector  of 
towns,  and  to  make  return  thereof,  and  to  pay  over  the 
money  to  the  treasurer  within  thirty  days  after  its  receipt 
by  the  said  collector  of  the  village. 
■Jy^Jjj^  §3.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  trustees  to  issue  new 
wimiite.  warrants,  or  to  renew  those  which  may  be  issued  by  them 
or  their  predecessors,  for  the  collection  of  any  tax  from 
time  to  time,  so  often  as  such  warrants  may  be  returned 
uncollected  in  whole  or  in  part,  during  the  time  prescribed 
by  law,  but  the  renewing  of  any  such  warrant  shall  in  no 
way  affect  the  liability  of  the  collector  or  street  commia- 
sioner,  or  the  sureties  upon  the  bond  of  such  collector  or 
street  commissioner. 

§  4.  The  collector  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  amount  of 
such  tax  in  the  same  manner,  except  as  herein  otherwise 
provided,  as  collectors  of  towns  are  authorized  by  warrants 
issued  by  boards  of  supervisors,  and  after  retaining  in  his 
hands  such  sum  as  compensation  for  collecting  sucft  tax  as 
the  trustees  shall  fix  by  a  by-law,  not  exceeding  five  per 
cent  upon  the  amount  collected,  he  shall  pav  the  residue 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  village  within  thirty  days  from  the 
receipt  of  said  warrant  by  him,  (who  shall  give  the  collector 
a  receipt  for  the  same,)  and  file  the  treasurer's  receipt 
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therefor  with  the  clerk,  together  with  his  warrant  and  the 
tax  list  annexed  thereto;  and  the  money  when  collected 
and  paid  to  the  treasurer,  shall  be  applied  by  the  treasurer 
to  the  purposes  for  which  such  assessment  was  made. 

§  5.  Whenever  any  person  or  corporation,  upon  whose  in  cms  o# 
estate  or  property  any  tax  or  highway  work  payable  in  SfSS,** 
money,  shall  be  assessed,  shall  neglect  or  reluse  to  pay  the  ™jf  "°^'* 
same,  and  no  personal  property  can  be  found,  whereon  the 
same  can  be  levied,  the  collector  or  street  commissioner 
shall  make  return  thereof  to  the  trustees,  who  are  author- 
ized to  cause  the  land  or  estate  on  which  such  tax  or  high- 
way work,  payable  in  money  was  assessed,  to  be  sold  at 
public  auction  for  a  term  of  time,  for  the  payment  of  such 
tax,  giving  six  weeks  notice  of  such  sale,  by  advertisement 
in  any  newspaper  published  in  said  village,  which  notice 
shall  contain  a  orief  description  of  the  premises,  the  amount 
of  the  tax  or  highway  work  payable  in  money,  requiring 
the  owner  or  owners  to  pay  the  same  by  a  day  therein 
specified,  and  if  such  tax  or  highway  work  payable  in 
money,  be  not  paid  at  the  time  and  place  specined  in  such 
notice,  the  real  estate  so  advertised  shall  be  sold  under  the 
direction  of  tlie  trustees,  by  the  collector,  street  commis- 
sioner, or  some  other  person  for  that  purpose  appointed  by 
the  trustees,  to  the  person  who  shall  offer  to  taxe  it  for  the 
shortest  time,  for  the  payment  of  such  tax  or  highway  la- 
bor payable  in  money,  and  interest,  and  the  expenses  of 
such  notice  and  sale;  but  no  such  sale  shall  be  made  for  a 
longer  term  than  five  yeare.  The  proceedings  shall  be  dis- 
continued at  any  time  before  sale,  upon  any  person  paying 
to  the  village  treasurer  the  amount  of  such  tax  or  assess- 
ment)  with  the  interest  and  printer's  bill;  and  if  the  prem- 
ises are  sold  one  dollar  in  addition  to  the  printer's  bill  may 
be  charged  for  the  expenses  of  such  sale;  and  if  the  prem- 
ises are  not  redeemed  within  one  year  from  such  sale,  the 
trustees  shall  execute  to  the  person  or  persons  entitled 
thereto,  a  lease  of  the  premises  so  sold  under  the  corporate 
seal,  and  signed  by  the  president  for  the  time  being,  for  the 
term  tor  which  the  same  were  sold,  to  be  computed  from 
the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  day  of  such  sale,  which 
lease  shall  be  presumptive  evidence  that  such  tax  or  high- 
way work  payable  in  money  was  legally  imposed,  and  of 
the  regularity  of  the  proceedings  and  sale,  lor  which  the 
trustees  may  charge  one  dollar,  on  delivery  thereof  to  the 
purchaser;  and  such  lessee  or  lessees,  his,  her,  or  their  legal 
representatives  or  assigns,  may  by  virtue  of  such  lease, 
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obtain  possession  of  said  premises  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  law  in  relation  to  persons  holding  over  real  estate  sold 
nnder  execution,  and  shall  and  may  lawfully  enjoy  said 

§  remises  during  the  time  specified  in  such  lease  against 
le  owners  thereof,  and  all  persons  claiming  under  them, 
and  shall  be  at  liberty  within  thirty  days  alter  the  expira- 
tion of  said  term,  to  remove  all  buildings  and  fixtures  put 
on  said  premises,  during  the  said  term,  in  the  right  of  sack 
occupancy;  certificates  of  such  sale  may  be  issued  under 
the  corporate  seal,  signed  by  the  president  for  the  time 
being,  setting  forth  the  fact«  and  circumstances  of  said  sale, 
and  the  time  at  which  such  purchaser  will  be  entitled  to 
such  lease,  and  delivered  to  such  purchaser. 
pw««M  U'  §  6.  The  person  or  corporation  in  possession  of  real  estate 
tox,*&r^  shall  be  liable  to  pay  the  taxes  or  highway  work  payabk 
•in  work  or  money  assessed  thereon,  and  shall  have  the 
right  to  collect  the  amount  of  the  owner,  unless  by  agree- 
ment the  occupant  is  bound  to  pay  the  same. 
Aa^troatoet,  §  7.  Evory  inhabitant  of  said  village  having  in  his  pos- 
ST^^  session  or  under  his  control,  any  real  estate  or  personal 
property  as  trustee,  guardian,  executor  or  administrator, 
shall  be  deemed  a  taxable  inhabitant  to  the  amount  thereoi^ 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  except  as  to  the  right  of 
voting  at  any  elections,  and  may  charge  the  tax  when  paid 
against  the  estate  of  which  he  is  trustee,  guardian,  executor 
or  administrator. 

TITLE  FIVE. 

OF  HIGHWATS,  WALES,  STKEETIS  AND    PUBIJO   MPKOVEMEirW. 

The  Tillage  Sbgtion  1.  The  said  village-is  hereby  declared  a  separate 
IJSSSi^  road  district,  and  exempt  from  the  superintendence  of  the 
commissioners  of  highways  of  the  town  of  Springport,  and 
the  trustees  of  said  village  shall  be  commissioners  of  h\Ar 
ways  for  the  same,  and  possess  all  the  powers  given  to  tne 
commissioners  of  highways.  The  street  commissioner  shall 
possess  all  powers  and  discharge  all  the  duties  of  his  dis- 
trict as  are  given  and  enjoined  upon  overseers  of  highways 
in  addition  to  the  powers  conferred  upon  him  by  this  act, 
and  such  as  shall  be  prescribed  to  him  bv  said  trustees 
from  time  to  time,  being  accountable  to  the  trustees  as 
overseers  of  highways  in  towns  are  to  commissioners.  The 
said  trustees  may  assess  the  highwajr  work  to  be  done  by 
the  taxable  inhabitants  and  corporations  in  said  village  in 
the  manner  as  &r  as  applicable^  prescribed  in  title  four  of 
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this  act ;  and  may  in  their  diBcretion  require  all  or  any 
proportion  that  they  may  deem  proper  of  the  said  highway 
work  to  be  paid  in  money  at;  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  for  each 
day  assess^ ;  and  may  by  warrant  authorize  the  street 
commissioner  to  collect  the  same,  with  the  like  power 
and  authority  as  to  collectors  of  towns  in  the  collection  of 
taxes. 

§  2.  The  said  trustees  may  allow  to  the  said  street  com-  oompen»- 
missioner  such  compensation  for  his  services,  as  they  shall  SlSS?**** 
deem  proper,  but  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  ■*°™*- 
fifty  cents  for  each  day  assessed.    Such  compensation  may 
be  paid  out  of  the  moneys  received  for  highway  labor,  or 
fi^m  moneys  raised  for  ordinary  or  contingent  expenses, 
or  from  both  in  their  discretion, 

§3.  All  real  estate  situated  within  the  bounds  of  said  au  red  «• 
rillj 


village  shall  be  liable  to  be  assessed  for  highway  worker ^ 

whether  occupied  or  otherwise.  And  in  case  the  l^ghway  ^^k!^'^ 
work  which  shall  at  any  time  be  assessed  upon  any  real 
estate  within  said  village,  upon  which  there  shall  not  be 
any  actual  resident  or  any  person  residing  in  said  village^ 
bemg  the  owner  thereof,  and  the  highway  work  shall  re- 
main unpaid  or  not  performed  for  ninety  days  after  the  , 
assessment  roll  of  sucn  work  shall  have  been  delivered  to 
the  street  commissioner,  such  real  estate  shall  be  sold  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  title  four  of  this  act,  as  far  as  the 
same  are  applicable,  and  all  provisions  of  title  four  of  this 
act,  as  far  as  applicable  shall  apply  to  this  title. 

§  4.  The  street  commissioner  shall  at  any  time  when  stnet  eom- 
required  by  the  trustees  render  an  account  to  them  in  wri-  jJ^lJSJr « 
ting  of  the  receipt  of  all  moneys  by  him  and  the  expendi-  ■ccoimt 
ture  of  the  same,  giving  the  details  thereof^  the  names  of 
the  persons  from  whom  such  moneys  have  been  received, 
on  what  account,  and  to  whom  paid,  and  what  for;  and  his 
n^lect  or  refusal  to  render  such  account  as  aforesaid 
within  ten  days  after  such  neglect,  sh^  be  a  forfeiture  and 
breach  of  his  official  bond. 

§  5.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  lay  out,  streetii 
make  and  open  streets  in  said  village,  and  to  alter,  widen,  ^^'^'^ 
contract  or  discontinue  any  street,  alley,  lane  or  highway 
in  said  viUa^;  they  shall  cause  all  streets,  alleys,  lanes  or 
highways  laid  out  by  them,  to  be  surveyed,  described  and 
recorded  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  the  clerk,  and  the  same 
when  opened  and  made,  shall  be  public  highways.  When- 
ever any  street,  alley,  road  or  highway  is  laid  out,  altered 
or  widened  by  virtue  of  this  section,  the  board  of  trustees 
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shall  give  notice  of  their  intention  to  take  and  ap 
the  land  necessary  tor  the  same  to  the  owner  thereof^  his 
agent  or  legal  representative,  it'  known  and  residing  in  this 
state.  On  application  of  the  president,  for  the  time  beiDg, 
to  any  two  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  town  of  Springport, 
they  shall  issue  their  warrant  to  some  constable  of  some 
other  town  of  the  county  of  Cayuga,  neither  interested  or 
of  kin  to  anv  person  interested  in  the  land  through  which 
the  street,  alley,  lane  or  highway  is  laid  out,  directing  him 
to  summon  twelve  disinterested  Ireeholders,  residing  in 
some  other  town  than  Springport,  and  not  of  kin  to  the 
DBmagMto  owncr  of  such  land,  to  assess  the  damages  sustained  by  the 
kDdMMned  laying  out.  Opening  or  widening  such  street,  allev,  lane  or 
highway,  and  shall  therein  specity  the  time  and  place  at 
which  the  jury  shall  meet;  upon  such  freeholders  appear- 
ing, the  justice  who  issued  the  warrant  shall  draw  by  lot 
six  of  the  names  of  the  persons  attending  to  serve  as  a  jury; 
and  the  first  six  persons  drawn  who  shall  be  free  from  all 
legal  exceptions,  shall  be  the  jury  to  assess  the  said  dam- 
ages. The  jury  so  selected  shall  be  by  one  of  the  justices 
sworn,  well  and  truly,  to  determine  and  assess  such  dam- 
ages; they  shall  view  the  premises  and  in  their  discretion 
receive  any  legal  evidence,  and  may,  if  necessary,  adjourn 
from  day  to  day.  Such  jury  shall  cletermine  ana  award  to 
the  owner  or  owners  of  such  land  such  damages  as  they 
shall  judge  such  owner  or  owiiers  to  sustain  in  consequence 
of  such  street,  after  taking  into  consideration  and  making 
due  allowance  for  any  benefit  which  said  owner  or  owners 
may  derive  from  such  improvement.  If  there  be  any  build- 
k  rb^dS  ^^^  ^^  *^y  '^°^  taken  for  such  improvement,  the  owner 
oQ*ttw]ii^  thereof  shall  have  fitteen  days,  or  such  time  as  the  trustees

the  day,  hour  and  place  wiiere  the  jury  will  meet ;  and 
where  any  known  owner  residing  in  said  villas^  or  else- 
where shall  be  an  infant,  the  judge  of  any  court,  or  the 
county  judge  of  Cayuga  county  may,  on  the  application  of 
said  trustees  or  of  said  infant,  or  of  his  or  her  next  friend, 
appoint  a  guardian  tor  such  infant  taking  security  for  the 
fiiithful  execution  of  the  trust  of  such  guardian,  and  all 
notices  and  summons  required  by  this  section, shall  be 
served  on  such  guardian;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
guardian  to  see  that  the  rights  of  such  infant  are  protected. 
The  land  required  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  this  sec- 
tion, shall  not  be  taken  and  appropriated  by  the  trustees 
until  the  damages  therefor  assessed  or  awarded  to  the  owner 
thereof,  under  this  act  shall  be  paid  or  tendered,  which 
owner  or  his  agent  or  legal  representative,  or  in  case  such 
owner  or  his  agent  or  legal  representative,  can  not  be  found 
in  said  village,  shall  be  deposited  to  his  or  their  credit,  or 
for  his  or  their  use,  in  one  of  the  b^nks  in  the  county  of 
Cayuga;  and  then  and  in  that  case  and  not  before,  such 
land  may  be  taken  and  appropriated  by  the  trustees  for 
the  purposes  required  theretor.  All  payments  for  damages 
awarded,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  may  be  made  by  the  street 
commissioner,  on  the  order  of  the  trustees,  out  of  any 
highway  moneys  in  his  hands  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  qj'  the  owner  and  occupant  ot^^^ 
lots  bounding  on  any  of  the  streets  in  said  village,  to  grade,  oceapuMjf 
construct,  relay  and  repair  side- walks  opposite  their  respec-  i^^  m^ 
tive  lots,  in  such  time  and  manner,  ana  of  such  material,  *'•**• 
as  the  trustees  may  by  a  by-law,  resolution  or  ordinance 
for  that  purpose  direct;  and  if  any  such  owner  or  occupant 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  grade,  construct,  relay  or  repair 
the  side-walks  opposite  the  lot  or  lots  owned  or  occupied 
by  him  as  aforesaid,  when  so  directed  to  do  by  the  trustees 
as  aforesaid,  then  in  either  case  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
trustees  to  cause  such  side-walks  to  be  so  constructed,  re- 
laid,  or  repaired  by  the  street  commissioner  or  some  other 
person  to  oe  appointed  by  them  for  and  on  account  of  the 
owner  of  such  lota ;  and  such  owner  shall  be  liable  to  pay 
the  expenses  of  such  repair,  grading,  relaying  or  construc- 
tion ;  and  all  sums  so  expended  upon  such  side-walk,  not 
exceeding  thirty  dollars  in  any  one  year,  atler  being  audit- 
ed by  the  trustees  by  a  vote  of  their  board,  shall  thenceforth 
be  an  assessment  or  tax  to  that  amount  upon  every  such 
lot,  and  thereupon  it  shall  bo  lawful  for  the  trustees  to

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issue  to  the  collector  their  warrant,  returnable  in  thirty 
days,  for  the  collection  thereof  of  the  goods  and  chattels 
of  the  person  liable  to  pay  the  same,  and  if  such  warrant 
shall  be  returned  unsatisfied  in  whole  or  in  part,  to  adver- 
tise and  sell  such  lot  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  title  four 
of  this  act,  as  in  cases  of  sale  for  the  non-payment  of  taiea;

^"ta^  §  7.  Whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  trustees  it  shall  be 
O0MC7  o^  necessary  to  build  a  side-walk  upon  one  side  only  of  any 
SrJSStf^  street  in  said  village,  they  may  at  their  discretion  require 
the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  estate  upon  the  side  of  the 
street  opposite  to  that  on  which  such  side-walk  shall  be 
constructed,  to  construct  or  build  any  part  of  the  same,  in 
such  manner,  and  at  such  time,  and  of  such  materials  as 
they  shall  direct,  and  shall  have  the  like  powers  to  compel 
the  same,  and  in  and  about  the  same  as  in  the  last  prece- 
ding section. 
JjjcpwjM  to  §  8.  Whenever  the  occupant  or  lessee  of  any  real  estate 
^  3  in  said  village  shall  have  been  required,  as  above  provided, 
to  make,  repair  or  construct  any  side-walk,  he  may  recover 
the  expenses  therefor  of  the  owner  of  such  lot  or  set-off  the 
amount  thereof  against  the  claims  for  rent  of  the  owner  or 
owners  of  said  premises.       • 

"»y       §9.  Whenever  any  side-walk  shall  be  required  to  be 

"  made  or  repaired  upon  or  adjoining  any  unoccupied  lot  of 

land,  all  the  owner  or  owners  of  which  shall  be  non-resi- 
dents of  said  village  or  unknown,  and  such  owner  or  owners 
sjiall  neglect  or  refuse  to  construct  or  repair,  after  notice 
of  such  requirement  shall  have  been  published  in  any

TITLE  SIX. 

MISCELULNEOUS  PROVISIONS.

§4.  All  the  estate,  real  or  personal,  vested  in  or  belong-  Aneflt«t«, 
ing  to,  or  held  in  trust  by  the  trustees  of  the  village  of  SSj^^JS 
Union  Springs,  at  the  time  this  act  shall  take  effect  as  a*"***®^*"^ 
law,  shall  continue  to  be,  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be, 
vested  in  the  village  of  Union  Springs. 

§  5.  All  the  former  acts  and  parts  of  acts  relative  to  the  Repeia. 
incorporation  of  the  village  of  Union  Springs,  are  hereby 
respectively  repealed;  but  the  repeal  of  such  acts  shall  not 
affect  any  act  done,  privilege  granted,  right  accrued,  or

§  12.  The  legi?lature  may  at  any  time  hereafter  alter, 
modify,  or  repeal  this  act.

§  1.  Section  fourth  of  the  act  passed  July  eleventh,  ]^„j^ 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one,  entitled  *'An  act  appro- 
priating the  revenues  of  the  literature  and  United  States 
deposit  funds,"  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:

A'N  ACT  to  revise^  amend  and  consolidate  th>e  several  acts 
relative  to  tJie  village  of  Nunda^  in  the  county  of  Lvv- 
ingston. 

Passed  April  12, 1862,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  ths  State  of  N&io  YorJc^  represefrd^d  in 
Senale  and  Assembly ^  do  enact  as  follows : 

§1.  All  that  part  of  the  town  of  Nunda,  in  Livingston  BomdariM 
county,  included  in  the  following  bounds,  that  is  to  say:**'**"^* 
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Beginning  at  a  point  twenty-five  rods  due  north  of  the 
north-west  comer  of  lands  of  Francis  H.  Gibb8,and  known 
as  the  Holmes'  purchase,  and  running  thence  east  eighty- 
one  chains,  thence  south  sixty-seven  chains  and  seventy 
links,  thence  west  eighty-one  chains,  thence  north  sixty- 
seven  chains  and  seventy  links,  to  the  place  of  beginning, 
together  with  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  residing 
thereon,  shall  constitute  a  body  corporate  by  the  name  of 
and  be  known  as  "the  village  of  ]}Junda." 

§  2.  The  inhabitants  of  said  village  shall  be  a  corporation 
by  the  name  of  "  the  village  of  Nunda,"  and  as  such  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  sue  and  be  suerl  in  any 
court;  may  take  and  hold  by  gift,  grant  or  devise,  any  real 
or  personal  estate  for  the  use  of  said  village;  may  make 
ana  use  a  common  seal  and  alter  the  same;  and  may  exer- 
cise such  other  powers  as  are  or  shall  be  conferred  by  law, 
or  as  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  such  powers  into  effect; 
and  whenever  said  corporation  or  the  trustees  thereof,  are 
authorized  to  commence,  prosecute  or  defend  any  suit,  pro- 
ceedingor  action,  it  shall  be  in  their  corporate  name.

Passed  April  12, 1852. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorh^  represented  m 
Senate  anuAssembh/y  do  enact  as  follows  : 

§  1.  There  shall  hereafter  be  elected  but  one  overseer  of  oniy  one 
the  poor  in  each  town  in  the  count;^  of  Jefferson,  and  the  S'S^r^i 
powers  and  duties  of  overseers  oi  the  poor  are  hereby  **"**»**• 
conlerred  upon  the  supervisor  and  such  overseer  of  the 
poor  of  the  respective  towns  in  said  county;  and  the  su- 
pervisor and  overseer  of  the  poor  of  each  town  in  said 
county  shall  exercise  the  powers  and  discharge  the  duties 
aforesaid,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  liabilities  and 
penalties  that  overseers  of  the  poor  are  now  by  law  sub- 
ject to. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisor  and  overseer  j^^  ^  ,,,.

their  respective  towns.  The  superintendent,  or  superin- 
tendents of  the  poor,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  advance  to 
each  supervisor  such  sum  of  money  as  he  shall  deem 
proper  to  be  expended  by  such  supervisor  and  overseer  ol 
the  poor  for  the  relief  of  poor  and  indigent  persons,  but 
the  money  so  advanced  to  and  remaining  in  the  hands  of

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorhy  represented  w* 
Senate  and  Assembly ^  do  enact  as  follows : 

§  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  com- 
monalty of  the  city  of  New  York  to  lay  out  and  fix  a  pr- 
manent  exterior  street,  along  the  shore  of  the  Harlem 
river  in  the  city  of  New  York,  between  the  East  river  or 
sound,  and  the  North  or  Hudson  river,  and  to  cause  a  map 
thereof  to  be  made,  and  which  map  when  approved  of  and 
ratified  by  the  said  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty, 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  street  conmiissioner  of 
said  city.

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•  §  2.  The  several  streets  and  avenues  of  said  city,  as  laid  JJSJUSl*

Passed  April  14, 1852,  three-fifths  being  present. 

77ie  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yot\  represented  in 
Senate  am,a  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows  : 

§  1.  The  common  council  of  the  city  of  Buffalo  is  hereby  •ai.oMtotit 
authorized  to  raise  by  tax,  in  addition  to  the  amount  here-  "*^*»Jf'~* 
tofore  levied  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  said 
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c\ty  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one,.and  for- 
like  purposes,  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  doHars^  wiiich 
6aid  sum,  together  with  five  per  cent,  to  tover  the  cost  of 
collection,  shall  be  levied  on  all"  the  real  and  personal 
estate  in  the  said  city,  as  tlie  sictne  is  described  and  valued 
in  the  several  ward  rolls  made  and  tiled  in  the  city  clerk's 
office  in  the  said  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fitTty-oue,  by 
the  several  ward  assessors,  as  the  same  were  equalized  and

purpose  he  is  hereby  invested  with  the  same  powers  and 
jurisdiction  as  are  now  possessed  by  the  police  justices  of 
said  city.

§  1.  The  act  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  New 
York  institution  for  the  blind,"  passed  April  twenty-first, 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-one,  shall  be  continued  in 
force  from  and  afler  the  finit  day  of  May,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-two. 

§  2.  The  managers  of  the  New  York  institution  for  the 
blind  are  hereby  authorized  to  receive  from  each  senate 
district  of  this  state,  four  indigent  blind  persons  between 
twelve  years  and  twenty-five  years  of  ago,  in  like  manner 
and  at  like  expense  to  the  state  as  is  provided  by  law  for 
die  indigent  deaf  and  dumb,  who,  during  a  term  of  five 
years  shall  be  instructed  in  literary  or  school  education, 
and  in  some  trade  or  employment  now  or  hereafter  to  be 
taught  and  carried  on  in  said  institution,  which  term  may 
be  extended  two  years  by  said  managers  whenever  it  may 
be  advantageous  so.  to  do,  the  said  managers  first  obtain- 
ing for  that  purpose  the  approbation  of  the  superintendent 
of  common  schools. 

§  3.  The  indigent  blind  persons  now  in  said  institution 
heretofore  designated  by  the  superintendent  of  common 
schools  are  to  form  part  of  the  number  to  be  admitted  in 
said  institution  under  this  act,  and  may  remain  therein 
for  the  residue  of  the  terms  for  which  they  have  respec- 
tively been  received  in  said  institution.

§  1.  If  the  canal  board  are  of  the  opinion  upon  exam-  ommj 
ination,  that  the  contract  of  Hezekiah  Sage  for  the  con-  fo^d^M«M 
struction  of  the  lower  aqueduct  across  the  Mohawk  river, 
for  the  purj)ose  of  enlarging  the  Erie  canal,  was  more 
expensive,  in  consequence  ot  the  state  refusing  to  permit 
the  coffer  dams  to  be  raised  of  a  sufficient  height,  so  that 
the  said  contractor  was  damaged  thereby ;  then  the  canal 
board  are  authorized  to  allow  to  said  contractor,  such  sum 
as  shall  in  their  opinion,  under  all  the  circumstances  of 
the  case,  be  a  just  and  reasonable  compensation  for  the 
same.

§  1.  The  inhabitants  in  the  town  of  Watertown  in  the 
county  of  Jefferson,  residing  within  the  district  of  country 
included  within  the  following  bounds,  viz : 

Beginning  at  a  point  in  Black  river,  in  the  line  between 
Watertown  and  Pamelia,  bearing  north  32°  45'  east,  fixnn

7.  To  fix  upon  the  amount  and  decide  upon  the  suffi- 
ciency of  the  sureties  in  the  official  bonds  of  the  treasurer, 
collector  and  police  constables  and  other  officers  from 
whom  they  may  require  security,  and  to  require  additional 
security  from  any  such  officer  when  they  may  deem  it 
necessary  and  suspend  him  until  it  is  given,  and  shall 
cause  said  official  bonds  to  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the 
village.  V 

8.  To  issue  warrants  for  the  collection  of  taxes  and 
assessments  and  the  expenses  of  making  and  repairing 
sidewalks,  abating  nuisances  and  damages  for  lands  taken 
for  streets,  or  lands  taken  to  widen  or  straighten  streets,  as 
in  this  act  provided. 

9.  To  order  said  property  to  be  leased  to  satisfy  taxes, 
expenses  or  assessments  legally  charged  thereon  and  not 
paid  or  collected,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

10.  To  prevent  the  use  of  any  unsafe  fire  place,  stoves, 
chimneys,  stovepipes,  smoke  house  or  repository  of  ashes, 
and  to  cause  the  fire  warden  in  each  ward,  as  often  as  it 
may  be  deemed  necessary  to  inspect  in  the  day  time  every 
house  and  premises  in  the  village  in  relation  to  its  security 
against  fire,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  fire  wardens 
to  make  such  inspection, 

11.  To  direct  the  manner  of  and  superintend  the  making 
and  repairing  of  sidewalks  and  crosswalks  in  said  village. 

12.  To  exercise  exclusively  the  duties  of  commissioners 
of  highways  of  towns  within  the  limits  of  the  village,  so  far 
as  those  powers  and  duties  are  consistent  with  the  other 

5 arts  of  this  act  and  are  applicable  to  the  village,  and  to 
irect  the  application  of  the  highway  labor  assessed  on 
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the  persons  and  property  in  the  village  to  the  grading, 
flagging,  plankinff,  macadamizing,  draining  or  otherwifie 
improving  of  the  highways  in  such  places  within  the  village 
as  they  may  deem  best,  and  also  to  direct  the  application 
of  a  part  thereof  to  the  grading  of  any  public  grounds  and 
the  planting  and  securing  trees  thereon,  and  to  the  con- 
struction and  repairing  of  sewers.  But  the  trustees  may 
expend  highway  labor  upon  roads  leading  to  said  village 
whenever  so  authoi-ized  by  the  electors  at  the  annual  elec- 
tion of  said  village. 

13.  To  locate  and  direct  the  location  of  all  slaughter 
houses  and  places  where  cattle,  sheep  or  swine  may  be 
slaughtered,  and  to  prohibit  the  slaughtering  thereof  in 
any  other  place  or  places  than  those  so  directed,  and  to 
direct  the  location  of  houses  for  stowing  gunpowder  and 
other  combustible  and  explosive  substances,  and  to  regulate 
the  keeping  and  conveyance  thereof 

14.  lo  prohibit  the  depositing  and  prevent  the  keepins 
of  any  unwholesome  or  nauseous  substance,  and  to  compd 
the  cleaning  of  any  filthy  place  or  building. 

15.  To  prohibit  horseracing  and  immoderate  driving  in 
the  streets,  to  commence  the  encumbering  of  the  streets, 
crosswalks  and  sidewalks,  and  to  compel  every  person  to 
clear  the  snow  and  dirt  off  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  the 
premises  owned  or  occupied  in  whole  or  in  part  by  such 
person. 

16.  To  prevent  or  regulate  the  ringing  or  tolling  of  belk 
except  those  of  railroad  cars  and  engines,  the  blowing  of 
horns  or  crying  of  goods  and  wares  in  the  streets,  the  firing 

.  of  guns,  gunpowder  or  explosive  compounds,  and  the 
making  of  any  improper  noise  which  may  tend  to  disturb 
the  quiet  ancf  peace  of  the  village,  and  the  sale  and  ex- 
posure for  sale  of  fire  crackers,  rockets,  squibs  or  other 
explosive  compounds. 

17.  To  prevent  swimming  or  bathing  in  any  expoeed 
places  within  the  limits  of  said  village,  and  to  prevent  or 
regulate  ball  playinj^,  the  flying  of  kites,  rolling  of  hoope, 
or  any  practices  having  a  tendency  to  frighten  horees  or 
annoy  passengers,  travelers  or  citizens. 

18.  To  perform  all  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  by  this 
act  or  any  other  law  of  this  state. 

19.  To  fix  and  determine  the  compensation  of  the  clerk 
and  assessoi^  qf  the  said  village,  and  to  draw  upon  the 
treasurer  for  the  same. 

§  23.  The  trustees  of  said  village  shall  have  power  to 
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sell  any  real  estate  which  now  belongs  or  may  hereafter  xrtutcoa 
belong  to  said  village  in  its  corporate  capacity  upon  a  to'a^ifa^*'' 
concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  trustees  elected  in  said  '«ai«^w. 
village,  and  may  hereafter  purchase  or  take  by  gift  or 
devise  and  hold  all  such  real  estate  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  corporate  purpose  of  said  village. 

§  24.  The  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  purchase  and  Jf*^P",j;;i 
improve  lands  for  a  public  cemetery  at  the  expense  of  the  forpunic 
said  village,  and  to  regulate  and  protect  the  same  and  to  '^^^''' 
make  sale  of  lots  therein  for  burial  purposes,  but  no  such 
purchase  shall  be  made  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
approved  of  by  the  electors  of  the  village  at  the  annual 
election  of  officers  of  said  village  or  a  special  meeting 
called  lor  that  purpose,  nor  shall  the  expenditure  for  such 
purpose  and  improvements  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars. 

§  25.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  in  their  discretion —  General 

1.  To  restrain  cattle,  horses,  sheep,  swine,  geese,  from  SSSe"*"^ 
going  at  large  in  the  streets,  under  a  penalty  not  exceed- 
ing nve  dollars  for  each  animal  so  going  at  large,  and  to 
cause  any  such  animal  to  be  impounded  and  sold  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  provided  in  the  by-laws,  to  satisfy  such 
penalty  and  the  expenses,  and  the  owner  of  any  such 
animal  shall  be  liable  for  the  penalty. 

2.  To  cause  buildings  and  other  structures  encroaching 
on  the  streets  to  be  removed  at  the  expense  of  the  owners 
or  occupants  thereof,  and  to  issue  their  warrants  against 
any  such  owners  or  occupants,  to  collect  the  necessary 
expense  of  Such  removal,  or  may  in  their  discretion  bring 
an  action  against  the  owners  or  occupants  of  such  build- 
ings or  structures  for  such  necessary  expenses  of  such 
removal. 

3.  To  permit  building  materials  to  be  deposited  in  the 
street  in  front  of  any  lot,  to  such  extent  and  for  such  time 
as  they  may  prescribe. 

4.  To  order  and  compel  the  removal  or  abatement  of  a 
public  nuisance  in  any  part  of  the  village,  and  to  compel 
its  removal  or  abatement,  and  if  not  done  in  such  time  as 
the  trustees  may  allow,  to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed 
or  abated  at  the  expense  of  the  village,  and  to  declare  such 
expense  to  be  a  lien  on  the  lot  and  to  enforce  the  collection 
thereof  by  leasing  or  selling  the  premises  in  the  manner 
prescribed  in  this  act,  or  by  auction  against  the  owners  of 
the  lot  or  any  other  person  who  may  have  erected  or 
maintained  such  nuisance. 

5.  To  forbid  the  erection  of  wooden  buildings  within  or 
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in  the  vicinity  of  the  compact  part  of  the  villa^  to  be 
specified ;  but  such  power  shall  only  be  exercised  upon  a 
vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  trustees  elected. 

6.  To  give  names  to  streets,  and  numbers  to  lots  and 
tenements,  and  to  change  the  same. 

7.  To  establish  and  regulate  public  wells,  pumps,  aque- 
ducts and  reservoirs. 

8.  To  regulate  the  places  of  weighing  hay,  straw  or  fod- 
der, and  to  designate  the  place  or  places  of  marketing  of 
wood,  hay  and  straw  in  said  village. 

9.  To  license,  regulate  and  control  all  public  porters, 
cartmen,  hack  or  cabmen,  stages  or  omnibuses,  for  the 
transportation  of  passengere  and  their  baggage,  within  the 
village  of  Watertown  ;  to  fix  their  rates  of  compensation, 
and  to  require  them  to  have  licenses,  and  to  impose  pen- 
alties for  the  violation  of  any  regulations  relative  thereto, 
and  to  annul  such  licenses. 

10.  To  appoint  one  or  more  inspectorsof  wood,  and  to 
fix  and  regulate  their  compensation- 

11.  To  prohibit  the  keeping  or  maintaining  of  ball-alleys 
and  billiard  tables,  and  to  prohibit  or  license  theatrical  or 
circus  performances,  the  exnibition  of  wild  animals,  moun- 
tebanks, fireworks,  and  other  shows  exhibited  by  common 
showmen,  and  other  exhibitions  and  performances  for 
money ;  and  to  suppress  and  restrain  disorderly  and  gam- 
ing houses,  and  for  granting  every  such  license  the  said 
trustees  shall  demand  such  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars 
for  every  twenty-four  hours,  as  they  may  detei-mine. 

12.  To  regulate  the  manner,  and  procure  and  use  the 
means  for  the  prevention,  suppression  and  extinguishment 
of  fires,  and  to  compel  the  owners  or  occupants  of  build- 
ings to  provide  one  or  more  fire  buckets,  and  regulate  the 
place  and  manner  of  keeping  the  same. 

13.  To  provide  for  the  preservation  of  property  exposed 
to  such  fires,  and  to  prevent  goods  or  effects  fix)m  oeing 
being  purloined  thereat,  and  to  appoint  such  and  so  many 
persons  as  they  may  deem  proper  to  effect  such  objects, 
and  prescribe  their  duties. 

:14.  To  prohibit  or  regulate  the  vending  of  meata  and 
vegetables,  fruits,  cakes, .  cider  or  other  beverage,  in  the 
streets  without  license. 

15.  To  make  and  enforce  all  necessary  regulations  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  any  epidemic  or  contagious  disease, 
and  to  establish  and  maintain  pest  houses  whenever  ne- 
cessary, and  to  appoint  persons  to  superintend  and  take 
charge  of  the  same.

16.  To  organize  at  such  time  as  they  deem  the  interest 
or  safety  of  the  village  to  require,  a  sufficient  body  of  night 
police,  to  suppress  riots,  preserve  order  and  to  protect  the 
property  and  persons  in  the  village,  and  to  provide  and 
allow  them  such  compensation  as  tney  may  deem  just  and 
reasonable.  To  erect  lamp  posts,  and  to  cause  the  public 
square  and  such  other  streets  of  the  village  to  be  hghted 
at  such  time  or  times  as  they  may  deem  the  wants  and 
interests  of  the  village  require. 

17.  And  generally  the  said  trustees  may  from  time  to 
time  make  and  establish  such  by-laws  as  may  be  necessary 
and  proper  for  carrying  into  effect  the  purposes  of  this 
act,  and  such  as  may  concern  the  health,  safety,  advantage 
and  good  government  of  said  village ;  and  to  enforce  all 
by-laws  and  ordinances  to  be  adopted  and  declared  by 
them,  by  the  imposition  and  collection  of  such  penalties 
as  they  may  deem  appropriate  and  proper ;  but  such  by- 
laws shall  not  be  contrary  to,  or  inconsistent  with  the  laws 
of  the  state  or  United  States,  and  all  such  by-laws  shall 
be  published  in  such  manner  as  the  trustees  may  direct 
before  they  take  effect. 

§  26.  If  any  person  being  an  elector  in  said  village,  shall  SS^o?"" 
be  elected  or  appointed  to  either  of  the  said  offices  and  ^.^*** 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  accept  such  office  for  the  space  of  Saw.  "* 
eight  days  after  notice  of  such  election  or  appointment,  he 
shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  to 
be  recovered  with  costs  in  an  action  to  be  prosecuted  in 
the  name  of  the  village  of  Watertown. 

§  27.  Every  constaole,  collector  and  treasurer  and  asses-  cwh  of  ©r- 
sor  elected  or  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  tdwS^ 
shall,  within  the  time  prescribed  in  tne  26th  section  of  this 
act,  take  and  prescribe  an  oath  before  some  officer  author-

AN  ACT  to  eetaUish  fire  limits  and  for  the  more  effectual 
prevention  of  Jires  in  the  city  of  JBrooIdyn. 

Passed  AprU  16, 1852. 

The  People  of  the  state  of  New  York^  represented  »* 
Senute  and  Assembly^  do  enact  a^  follows  : 

§  1.  The  fire  limits  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  shall  com- 
ri/yoom-  P"^®  ^^  ^^^^  portion  of  Said  city,  beginning  at  the  East 
fffied.  river  one  hundred  feet  east  of  the  easterly  side  of  Wash- 
ington street;  running  thence  southerly  and  parallel  with 
Washington  street  to  a  point  one  hundred  feet  south  of 
the  southerly  side  of  Myrtle  avenue;  thence  easterly  and 
parallel  with  Myrtle  avenue  to  a  point  one  hundred  feet 
east  of  the  easterly  side  of  Adams  street;  thence  southerly 
and  parallel  with  Adams  street  to  a  point  one  hundred 
feet  soutli  of  the  southerly  side  of  Fulton  avenue;  thence 
easterly  and  parallel  with  said  avenue  to  a  point  one  hun- 
dred feet  east  of  the  easterly  side  of  Smith  street;  thence 
southerly  and  parallel  with  Smith  street,  to  a  point  one 
hundred  feet  sputh  of  the  southerly  side  of  Fourth  Place; 
thence  westerly  and  parallel  with  Fourth  Place,  to  a  point 
one  hundred  feet  east  of  the  easterlv  side  of  Court  street; 
thence  southerly  and  parallel  with  Court  street,  to  a  point 
one  hundred  feet  south  of  the  southerly  side  of  Hamilton 
avenue;  thence  northerlv  and  parallel  with  Hamilton  ave- 
nue, to  the  East  river;  thence  along  the  East  river,  to  the 
point  or  place  of  beginning;  within  the  said  district^  no 
^*jj>g^^ store,  store  house,  dwelling  or  other  building  or  buildings 
Mekor  whatsoever,  shall  be  erected  or  built  of  any  other  material 
^"^*         than  brick  or  stone. 

Jjj;^^^  §2.  Every  such  dwelling,  house,  store,  store-house  or 
«»«»«»*  other  building,  more  than  thirty  feet  in  width,  shall  be 
erected  and  built  in  such  manner,  that  all  the  floors  thereof 
throughout  their  whole  extent,  shall  be  supported  by,  and 
rest  upon  one  or  more  additional  partition  wall,  or  walls 
of  brick  or  stone,  not  less  than  eight  inches  thick;  or  upon 
girders  sustained  by  proper  and  sufficient  posts,  pillars  or 
columns  of  iron,  brick  or  stone;  and  so,  that  through  the 
whole  extent  of  said  floors,  and  each  of  them,  the  walls  of 
such  store,  store-house  or  building,  (except  the  firont  and 
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rear  walls)  and  such  intermediate  snpport  or  supports  of 
brick,  stone  or  iron,  shall  not  be  distant  from  each  other 
more  than  thirty  feet;  and  all  such  partition  walls  which 
shall  exceed  thirty- five  feet  in  height,  from  the  level  of  the 
fiide-walk,  to  the  peak  or  the  highest  part  thereof,  shall  not 
be  less  than  twelve  inches  thick;  provided  however,  that 
in  case  said  floors,  or  any  of  them  throughout  their  whole 
extent,  be  su})ported  upon  iron  beams,  or  girders  of  proper 
size  and  strength,  resting  upon  the  lateral  walls  of  such 
store  or  store-liouse,  or  other  building,  and  distant  from 
eacli  other  not  more  than  fifteen  feet;  then  such  store  or 
Btore-house,  or  other  building,  may  be  so  built  and  erected, 
as  that  in  the  story  or  stories  beneath  each  floor  so  sup- 
ported, the  lateral  walls  may  be  distant  from  each  other, 
or  from  a  partition  wall  or  walls  or  supports,  a  distance  of 
more  than  thirty  feet,  but  not  more  than  forty. 

§  3.  The  outside  and  party  walls  of  all  brick  or  stone  ouwdu  and 
buildings  hereafter  erected  or  built  in  the  city  of  Brook- SStto^S. 
lyn,   sliall   not   be  less  than  twelve   inches  tliick   from^J^^^^- 
the  foundation,  or  starting  place,  to  the  peak  or  highest 
point  thereof:  provided  that  any  building  not  exceeding 
twenty-two  feet  in  width,  and  forty-five  feet  in  depth,  may 
be  built  with  eight  inch  walls;  but  said  walls  shall  not  be 
over  tl'irty-five  feet  in  height  from  the  level  of  the  side- 
walk to  the  peak  or  highest  point  thereof:  provided  also 
that  such  buildings  shall  not  be  used  as  a  store  house,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  storing  any  kind  of  heavy  goods. 

§  4.  An  discharging  or  arch  pieces  used  in  tlie  chimneys  Diflchvginf 
of  any  dwelling,  store,  store-house,  or  other  building,  here-  pleJS ^ 
after  erected  or  built  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  shall  recede  c»"ran'j»- 
froni  any  flue  in  any  such  chimney  at  least  five  inches, 
and  no  such  chimney  shall  be  started  and  built  upon  the 
floor  or  beams  of  such  dwelling,  store,  store-house,  or  other 
building,  but  shall  be  started  at  the  foundation;  and  all 
such  chimneys  and  flues  shall  be  plastered  in  the  inner 
surface  thereof.  All  hearths  shall  be  supported  by  arches 
of  brick  or  stone,  and  no  chimney  in  any  building  now 
erected,  or  hereafter  to  be  erected,  within  the  city  of  Brook- 
lyn, shall  be  cut  oif  to  be  supported  in  any  manner  what- 
ever: provided  that  such  chimney  may  be  cut  oft*  in  any 
building  of  twelve  inch  walls,  but  such  chimney  must  be 
supported  by  an  additional  wall  of  four  inches,  built  on 
the  inner  side  of  said  wall.  % 

§5.  All  wooden  or  timber  gutters  or  cornices  of  any  Gotten  or 
dwelling,  store,  store-house,  or  other  building  so  to  be  built  ~"****- 
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or  erected  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  firmly  secured  hy  irons 
which  shall  not  be  more  than  seven  and  a  half  feet  apart 
from  each  other,  and  on  all  such  gutters  not  exceeding 
twelve  inclies  in  width,  the  said  irons  shall  be  at  least  two 
inches  in  width,  and  one-half  of  an  inch  thick,  and  on  all 
such  gutters  exceeding  twelve  inches  in  width,  the  said 
irons  sball  be  at  least  two  and  one-half  inches  in  width, 
and  five-eighths  of  an  inch  thick,  and  the  said  irons,  except 
those  at  the  end  of  the  cornice  or  gutter,  shall  be  fastened 
or  secured  to  the  floor  or  roof  beam,  and  the  end  irons 
shall  be  fastened  in  the  side  or  end  walls:  provided  how- 
ever, it  may  be  lawful  to  erect  bracketed  gutters  built  in 
the  wall  and  well  secured  to  wall  strips  built  in  the  walk 
at  least  every  two  feet, 
nateironi.  §6.  All  plate  irons  shall  be  built  into  the  side  end  or 
party  walls,  and  the  iron  anchors  used  to  secure  the  plate 
pieces,  shall  be  at  least  two  inches  wide,  and  one-half  of  an 
inch  thick ;  the  anchors  at  the  end  of  every  plate  pie^ 
shall  be  worked  or  built  into  the  side  end  or  party  walls  of 
the  building,  and  the  said  anchors  shall  turn  down  at  least 
four  inches.  No  stone  or  iron  cornice  or  cornices,  shall 
project  more  than  the  thickness  of  the  wall  on  which  it 
rest«;  and  the  stones  shall  run  through  said  wall,  or  in  an? 
case  the  greatest  weight  of  stone  or  iron,  or  other  material, 
shall  be  on  the  inside  of  said  line  of  said  wall  or  walls;  all 
the  mortar  shall  be  made  with  clean  sand,  and  made  with 
lime  or  cement  in  proper  proportions;  and  in  no  case  shall 
any  loam  or  earthy  matter,  be  put  in  any  mortar  to  be 
used  in  the  erection  of  the  brick  or  stone  walls  of  any 
building  or  buildings. 
Scuttle  §  7.  All  scuttle  frames  and  scuttle  doors,  on  every  brick 

SSST"*^  or  stone  dwelling,  store,  store-house,  or  other  building 
hereafter  to  be  erected,  or  built  within  the  fire  limits  afore- 
said, shall  be  made  of,  or  covered  with  copper,  zinc,  tin  or 
iron;  and  every  window  and  entrance  above  the  first  st<iry, 
in  the  rear  of  every  store-house,  over  thirty  feet  in  height 
to  the  peak  or  highest  part  thereof,  from  the  level  of  the 
side-walk,  shall  have  shutters  and  doors  thereon  made  of 
ccpper  or  iron,  or  covered  with  copper,  tin  or  other  fire 
rioof  material,  to  be  apj)roved  of  by  the  board  of  tire 
wnrdens,  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn.  Every  8t<^re,  store-honse 
or  other  building  hereafter  erected  or  built  as  aforesaid, 
shall  have  a  scuttle  or  place  of  egress  in  the  roof  thereot 
HanWyn?  or  §  8.  Tlic  plaukiug  Or  sheatliiug  of  the  roof  of  every  brick 
Aching  of  ^^  gtQue  dwelling,  store,  store-house  or  other  building,  so 
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erected  or  built  as  aforesaid,  shall  in  no  case  be  extended 
across  tlie  party,  side  or  end  walls  thereof;  and  every 
Buch  dwelling,  ^tore,  store-house  or  other  building,  and  the 
top  and  sides  tf  dinner  windows  thereon,  shall  be  roofed 
and  covered  with  slate,  iron,  copper,  tin,  zinc  or  other  fire 
proof  materials,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  board  of  fire 
wardens  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,-  and  shall  be  equally 
cajpable  of  withstanding  the  influence  of  fire. 

59.  All  beams  and  other  timbers  in  the  party  or  other  walls  Beams  or 
of  every  such  dwelling,  store,  store-house  or  other  building  S^"*™" 
hereafter  built  or  erected  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  separated 
from  the  beams  or  timbers  entering  into  the  opposite  side 
of  the  wall  at  least  four  inches,  (meajiing  from  the  nearest 
point  of  the  beams  or  timber,)  by  solid  mason  work,  and 
all  plate  pieces  in  the  front  or  rear  walls  thereof  shall  re- 
cede from  the  outside  of  the  wall  at  least  four  inches,  and 
such  end  or  side  wall  shall  be  built  up  and  extend  at  least 
six  inches  above  the  planking  or  rooting,  and  shall  be  cov- 
ered with  a  copeing  of  stone  or  iron ;  provided  in  eight 
inch  walls  the  butts  or  ends  of  the  beams  shall  be  cut  on 
a  splay  of  two  and  one-half  inches  in  their  width. 

§  10.  No  timber  shall  be  used  in  the  front  or  rear  walls  Beatfktioni. 
of  any  dwelling,  store,  store-house  or  other  building,  so  to 
be  built  or  erected  as  aforesaid,  where  stone,  brick  or  iron 
is  commonly  used,  each  lintel  on  the  inside  of  the  front  or 
rear  wall,  gr  side  walls,  shall  have  a  secure  brick  arch  over 
it ;  and  no  bond  timber  in  any  wall  thereof,  shall  in  width 
and  thickness  exceed  the  width  and  thickness  of  a  course 
of  brick ;  and  no  bond  timber  shall  be  more  than  six  feet 
in  length;  and  such  bond  timber  shall  be  laid  at  least 
eighteen  inches  apart  from  each  other  longitudinally  on 
eitlier  side  of  any  wall,  and  the  continuous  lino  thereof 
shall  be  broken  every  six  feet,  by  inserting  a  brick  of  eight 
inches ;  and  no  front,  rear  or  other  wall  of  any  such  dwell- 
ing, store,  store-house  or  other  building,  now  erected  or 
hereafter  to  be  erected  as  aforesaid  within  the  fire  limits  as 
extended  as  aforesaid,  or  as  they  may  hereatler  be  extended, 
or  any  brick  or  stone  building,  or  buildings,  in  the  city  of  ' 

Brooklyn,  shall  be  cut  offer  altered  below,  to  be  su})ported 
in  any  manner  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  wood,  excej)t  as 
hereinafter  provided ;  but  shall  be  wholly  supported  by 
brick,  stone  or  iron  ;  and  no  wood  or  timber  shall  be  used 
between  such  wall  and  such  sup]iorters  :  but  it  shall  be 
lawful  to  insert  a  lintel  of  wood  over  store  doors  and 
windows,  provided  that  oak  or  Georgia  pine  is  used  and 
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supported  with  brick,  stone  or  iron,  and  of  snch  size  as  may 
be  aetermined  by  the  board  of  fire  wardens.

or  covered  on  the  upper  surface  thereof,  with  copper,  zinc, 
tin  or  iron,  or  other  nreproof  material  to  be  approved  of 
by  the  board  of  fire  wardens  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn. 
NewrooOng.      §  12.  If  any  brick  front,  frame  dwelling  house  or  woodei 
building,  already  erected  within  the  fire  district  described

§  20.  The  amount  or  extent  of  such  damage  by  fire  shall  ;!^"^f** 
be  determined  by  two  disinterested  persons  residing  in  the  danuiffc, 
dty  of  Brooklyn,  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  SSoBd!^'' 
owner  or  owners  of  such  building,  or  his  or  their  lawful 
agent,  and  the  other  by  the  Uoard  of  fire  wardens ;  and  in 
case  such  two  persons  disagree,  they  are  to  select  a  third 
disinterested  person,  and  the  decision  in  writing  of  any 
two  of  them,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  in  the  premises, 
and  such  building  shall  not  be  repaired  or  rebuilt  after 
the  appointment  of  such  persons  as  aforesaid,  nor  until 
after  their  decision  shall  be  made  in  writing  as  aforesaid ; 
finding  that  such  damage  does  not  exceed  two-thirds  of 
the  valae  of  such  building  as  it  existed  before  such  fire.  In 
case  it  is  rebuilt  it  shall  have  a  fire-proof  roof,  and  not  ex- 
ceed thirty-five  feet  in  height  from  the  level  of  the  side 
walk  to  the  peak  or  highest  part  thereof. 

§  21.  No  brick  or  stone  dwelling  house,  store,  store-house  AiterinR 
or  other  building,  now  erected  or  hereafter  erected  within  J^S^iiS^ 
the  city  of  Brooklyn,  shall  be  altered,  raised,  enlarged  or 
built  upon  in  such  manner  that  such  dwelling,  store,  store- 
house or  other  building,  were  it  wholly  built  or  constructed 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  would  be  in  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act.  All  walls  shall  be  laid  at 
least  twelve  inches  thick,  at  the  foundation  of  every  such 
dwelling,  store,  store-honse  or  any  other  building  or  build- 
ings ;  and  no  wall  shall  be  deemed  a  twelve  inch  waU, 
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unless  the  said  wall  was  commenced  at  the  foundation  and 
built  a  twelve  incli  wall,  from  said  foundation  of  solid 
mason  work. 
SoSSiJ'S  .§  ^^'^'  "^'^^  owner  or  owners  of  any  dwelling  house,  store, 
thuiictby  store-house  or  of  any  frame  bnil ding,  with  or  without  a 
"^  brick  front,  or  of  any  wooden  building,  or  of  any  ash  house, 
ash  hole,  or  wooden  shed,  whether  he  or  they  be  the  owner 
or  owners  of  the  land  in  fee,  or  be  lessee  or  lessees  thereo', 
or  has  or  have  a  qualified  or  contingent  interest  therein, 
by  virtue  of  some  agreement  or  contract  in  writing,  or  in 
any  other  manner,  wlio  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  every  master  builder,  carpenter,  niascm  or 
roofer,  who  may  be  employed  or  assist  thereon,  shall  for 
every  violation  respectively  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  office 
hundred  dollars,  and  pay  in  addition  thereto  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars  for  every  twenty-four  hours  such  violation 
shall  remain  after  the  time  designated  in  the  notice  given 
in  writing  to  remove  the  same  shall  have  expired.  Such 
notice  may  be  given  by  any  one  of  the  tire  wardens,  and 
Buch  notice  may  be  given  by  serving  the  same  pertionally, 
or  on  the  agent  of  such  owner  or  owners,  master  builder 
or  builders,  or  master  mason,  carpenter  or  roofer,  or  bj 
posting  the  same  in  some  conspicuous  place  where  anj 
violation  exists;  and  such  additional  penalty  shall  be  com- 
puted and  recovered  up  to  the  time  of  the  trial  of  every 
suit  for  the  recovery  thereof;  and  in  case  such  violation 
shall  continue  atYer  the  trial  of  such  suit,  such  continuing 
additional  penalty,  computing  from  the  time  of  such  trial, 
may  be  recovered  in  any  suit  or  suits  to  be  brought  for 
that  purpose. 

§23.  The  occupant  or  occupants  of  any  store,  store- 
house, manufactory  or  other  budding  in  which  hatchways, 
or  hoistways,  or  openings  of  any  kind  except  the  usual 
stairway,  are  used  throughout  any  or  either  floor  thereot 
or  in  case  the  said  store,  store-house  or  manufactories  are 
unoccupied  and  not  leased,  the  owner  or  owners  thereof 
and  in  case  they  are  leased,  the  lessee  or  lessees  thereof 
shall  cause  the  said  hatch,  or  hoistways  or  other  openings, 
unless  said  other  openings  are  surrounded  by  a  perraanait 
and  substantial  railing  at  least  three  feet  in  height,  t^  be 
securely  shut,  closed  and  fastened  at  the  close  of  each  and 
every  day;  tor  any  neglect  of  or  violation  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  the  said  occupant  or  occupants, 
owner  or  owners,  lessee  or  lessees  thereof,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  the  sum  of  fitly  dollars  for  each  and  every  hatch  or 
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hoistway  so  left  open,  in  each  and  every  floor  or  loft  in 
any  bui]<]lng  under  tlieir  control. 

§  24r.  Tlio  fire  wardens  sliall  receive  snch  compensation  compenM- 
as  the  couiuion  council  may  from  time  to  time  determine,  w^'dJ? 
but  such  compensation  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  dollars  per  annum  for  each  and  every  warden. 

§  25.  All  gunpowder  which  shall  be  found  in  any  store,  ^^"^^""^ 
store-house,  manufactory  or  other  building  whatever,  inMr/cd,if 
the  city  of  Brooklyn,  or  which  may  be  found  in  any  cart,  £3on  o"  tSl 
wagon,  or  otiier  vehicle,  or  on  board  any  ship,  bark,  brig**^^ 
or  other  vessel,  which  shall  make  fast  to,  or  anchor  within 
two  hundred  feet  of  any  pier,  wharf  or  bulkhead,  in  the 
said  city  of  Brooklyn,  in  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  law,  shall  be  immediately  seized  by  the  lire  wardens, 
or  one  of  them,  and  removed  to  some  secure  place,  and  it 
is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  chief  of  police,  and  every 
captain  and  assistant  captain  of  police,  and  of  any  police- 
man or  constable  to  as&ist  in  said  seizure  when  called 
upon. 

§  26.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  in  any  way  ^2|l2 
apply  to  any  gunpowder  which   may  be  stored  in   the 
United  States  Navy  yard,  or  which  may  be  on  board  of 
any  vessel  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States 
Navy  yard. 

§  27.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  have  kegs  pJJSJJ*,hrt

Pasaed  April  16, 1852,  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York^  repreaenied  in 
Senate  and  Aseembly^  do  enact  asfoUov^: 

§  1.  Levi  A.  Ward,  Isaac  K  Elwood,  Azariah  Boodv,  corponum 
Charles  A.  Jones,  William  A.  Keynolds,  E.  Darwin  Smith,  *~^ 
Hamblin  StilweU,  Samuel  Miller,  William  Buell,  John  B. 
Bobertson,  Freeman  Clarke,  and  all  snch  persons  as  are  or 
may  hereafter  be  associated  with  them,  are  constituted  a 
body  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  Bochester  Water  Works 
Company.

in  such  form  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  secretary  of  state; 
and  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Xovember  next, 
return  the  lists  and  statements  so  made  by  them,  under 
their  hands,  to  the  county  clerk  of  their  respective  coun- 
ties; and  the  said  county  clerks  shall  transmit  the  same  lists 
and  statements  to  the  secretary  of  the  state,  by  mail,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  December  next 
SLSSto^f       §  ^'  ^^^  superintendents  of  the  several  county  or  town 
poorhouiei,  poor-houscs  and  alms-house,  and  the  governors  of  the  alms- 
**•  nouse  in  the  city  of  New  York,  shall,  on  or  before  the  firtt 

day  of  November  next,  make  out,  in  such  form  as  the  sec- 
retary of  state  shall  direct,  a  list  and  statement  of  the  idiots 
under  their  charge  respectivelv,  not  embraced  in  the  state-

for  the  good  government  of  said  village,  the  pr^ervar 
tion  of  peace,  and  good  order  therein,  the  suppreeeioa 
of  vice,  and  the  benefit  of  the  trade,  commerce  ana  health 
thereof,  and  such  other  ordinances,  bv-laws  and  regulations 
as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  efiect  the  power  given  to 
said  trustees  by  this  act,  and  for  these  purposes  are  hereby 
'  particularly  authorized  to  enact  such  ordinances  and  by- 
laws. 

1st.  To  prevent  and  punish  forestalling  and  regrating,  and 
to  prevent,  restrain,  detect  arid  punish  every  kind  of  fraad- 
ulent  device  and  practice,  to  restrain  and  prohibit  all  de- 
scriptions of  gaming,  all  playing  of  cards,  dice,  or  other 
games  of  chance,  with  or  without  betting,  in  any  groc«y, 
shop,  or  store;  to  prevent  any  riot  or  noise,  disturbance  or 
disorderly  assemblages;  to  suppress  and  restrain  disorderiy 
houses,  groceries,  houses  of  ill  fame,  billiard  table,  nine  or 
ten  pin  alleys,  or  tables  and  ball  alleys;  and  to  require  the 
destruction  of  all  instruments  and  devices,  kept^  or  used 
for  the  purposes  of  gaming;  to  restrain  and  punish  va- 
grants, mendicants,  street  beggars,  common  prostitutes  and 
disorderly  persons,  and  to  prevent  and  punish  drnnken- 
ness,  and  disorderly  conduct  in  public  streets  and  places;  to 
license,  regulate  and  prohibit,  the  exhibition  of  common 
showmen,  and  shows  of  every  kind, except  puppet  shows,  jug- 
lers,  and  performances  by  mountebanks  and  the  exhibition 
of  natural  and  artificial  curiosities,  caravans,  circuses,  me- 
nageries, and  theatrical  representations;  to  prohibit  the  sell- 
ing or  giving  away  with  intent  to  evade  the  excise  laws,  any 
ardent  spirits,  by  any  storekeeper,  trader  or  grocen  to  be 
drunk  in  the  shop,  store,  grocery,  outhouse,  yard,  or  gar- 
den, owned  or  occupied  by  the  person  selling  or  giving 
away  the  same,  except  by  inn-keepers  duly  licensed;  and  to 
forbid  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  ardent  spirits,  or  other 
intoxicating  liquors,  to  any  child,  apprentice  or  servant, 
without  the  consent  of  his  or  her  parents,  guardian,  master 
or  mistress. 

2d.  To  survey  the  boundaries  of  the  village,  to  ascertain, 
establish,  and  settle  the  boundaries  of  all  streets,  alleys, 
lanes  and  highways  in  the  said  village,  to  light  the  streets, 
and  wharfs  and  wharves  of  said  village,  and  establish  lamp 
districts  therein  whenever  they  shall  deem  it  necessary,  to 
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prevent  and  punish  horse-racing,  and  immoderate  driving 
m  said  village,  and  the  flying  of  kites,  and  every  game, 
practice  and  amusement  in  the  public  streets  or  elsewhere 
having  a  tendency  to  frighten  teams  or  horses,  or  to  annoy 
persons,  or  injure,  or  destroy  property;  to  compel  persons 
to  remove  snow,  ice  and  dirt  from  the  sidewalks  in  front  of 
the  premises  occupied  by  them,  and  to  punish  them  for  not 
BO  aoing;  to  prevent  the  incumbering  the  streets,  side- 
walks, alleys,  lanes,  and  public  grounds  in  said  village 
with  any  substance  or  material  whatever,  and  to  punish  the 
persons  guilty  thereof;  to  prohibit  and  punish,  or  licence 
the  pedling  of  fruit,  nuts,  bread,  candy,  refreshments  and 
merchandise  of  all  kinds,  in  and  along  the  streets,  lanes,- 
alleys  and  public  places  in  said  village,  and  to  prohibit  or 
to  regulate  and  determine,  the  times  and  places  of. bathing 
in  the  harbor  of  said  village. 

3d.  To  regulate  the  police  of  said  village,  and  to  punish 
the  delinquencies  of  any  watchman  appointed  thererein; 
to  license  and  regulate  cartmen,  truckmen,  porters,  drivers 
of  hackney  carnages  of  every  description,  and  baggage 
an  1  other  wagons  used  for  hire,  and  to  limit  their  charges 
and  compensation  ;  to  establish,  maintain  and  regulate 

I)ublic  pounds;  to  restrain  and  regulate  the  runninff  at 
arge  of  cattle,  horses,  swine,  sheep,  and  goats,  and  autnor- 
ize  the  destraining,  impounding  and  sale  of  the  same  for 
the  penalty  incurred,  and  costs  of  proceedings;  to  prevent 
the  running  at  large  of  dogs;,  to  authorize  their  destruction 
when  at  large  contraiT  to  ordinances;  to  prevent  and  reg^ 
nlate  the  ringing  of  bells,  blowing  of  horns,  bugles,  and 
the  crying  of  goods;  to  regulate,  restrain  and  punish  all 
runners,  or  solicitors  for  boats,  stages,  railroads,  public 
houses,  and  other  establishments;  to  regulate  and  estab- 
lish the  quality  and  weight  of  loaves  of  bread  exposed  for 
sale,  and  to  provide  for  the  seizure  or  forfeiture  of  bread 
exposed  for  sale  in  violation  of  such  ordinances;  to  estab- 
lisn,  make,  maintain  and  regulate  public  pumps,  wells,  cis- 
terns, reservoirs,  and  to  prevent  the  unnecessary  waste  of 
water;  to  regulate  the  place  and  manner  of  selling  pickled 
and  other  fish;  to  prevent  and  abate  all  nuisances,  and  to 
punish  the  authors  and  maintainers  thereof. 

4th.  To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  grocery,  cel- 
lar, tallow-chandlers  shop,  soap  factory,  tannery,  stable, 
bam,  privy,  sewer,  or  other  unwholesome  or  nauseous  place 
or  house,  to  cleanse,  remove,  or  abate  the  same  from  time  to 
time,  as  otlien  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  health,  comfort 
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and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  village;  to  pre- 
vent and  punieh  the  depositing  within  said  village,  any  dead 
carcass  or  unwholesome  substance;  to  prohibit  the  bu.ial 
of  the  dead  in  improper  places  in  said  villas,  and  to  pre- 
scribe the  management  of  butchers  stalls,  suops,  marketa, 
slaughter  houses,  and  houses  for  storing  powder,  cam- 
phene,  or  other  dangerous  substances  in  said  village;  to 
establish  and  regulate  markets  ibr  the  sale  of  fresh  and 
corned  meats,  fish,  vegetables,  hay,  wood;  to  license  and 
regulate  butchers  stalls,  shops  and  stands,  and  butcben 
and  venders  of  fresh  fish;  and  to  regulate  the  sale  of  butch- 
ers meat  and  fresh  fish;  to  direct  the  keeping  of  bills  of 
mortality,  and  to  impose  penalties  on  physiciaDS,  eextons, 
and  others,  for  default  in  the  premises,  and  to  appoint  a 
board  of  health  in  said  village. 
TrartMt  §  12.  When  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  said  tms-

by  way  of  salary  or  otherwise,  and  to  poll  clerks  and  in- 
spectors of  election-,  a  per  diem  compensation  to  be  fixed 
by  said  trustees. 

§  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said  village  to  cierku 
keep  correct  minutes  of  all  proceedings  of  the  board  of  Il^J^oT^- 
trustees,  and  to  enter  all  such  matters  as  the  trustees  may  «»<*»«•• 
from  time  to  time  require  him  to  enter,  upon  a  book  to  be 
provided  by  the  trustees  and  kept  by  said  clerk. 

§  19.  All  actions  brought  to  recover  any  penalty  or  for-  AcdoM 
feiture  incurred  under  this  act,  or  the  ordinances,  by-laws,  ^^^ 
or  police  regulations,  made  in  pursuance  of  it,  shall  be  gjjj}^ 
brought  in  the  name  of  the  corporation ;  and  in  any  such 
action  it  shall  be  lawful  to  complain  generally,  stating  the 
section  of  the  act,  or  the  by-law  or  ordinance,  under  which 
the  penalty  or  forfeiture  is  claimed,  and  the  defendant 
may  deny  the  matter  set  up  in  the  complaint,  and  give 
notice  of  any  special  matter.    The  first  process  in  any  such 
action  may  be  by  warrant,  or  by  summons,  (if  such  action 
be  brought  in  the  court  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,)  and  such 
warrant  may  be  issued  on  the  written  application  of  the 
president  of  the  village,  or  any  two  trustees  thereof,  stating 
that  a  cause  of  action  in  favor  of  said  corporation  exists ;

ment be  collected  out  of  the  goods  and  chattels,  landg  and 
tenements  of  the  defendant  in  the  county  of  Chantauque. 
if  sufficient  thereof  can  be  found.  The  execution  shall 
also  direct  that  if  sufficient  goods  and  chattels  of  ttie  defen- 
dant cannot  be  found  in  said  county,  the  defendant  be 
imprisoned  in  close  custody  in  the  common  jail  of  the 
county  of  Chautauque  for  a  period  of  thirty  days.  Anj 
person  imprisoned  on  any  such  execution  shall  be  at  any 
time  discharged  by  paymg  the  amount  thereof  and  an 
costs  of  proceedings.  AH  expenses  incurred  in  collecting 
any  penalty  or  forfeiture  to  be  paid  by  the  corporation, 
and  all  penalties  and  forfeitures  when  collected  to  be  paid 
to  the  treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  corporation. 

§20.  Either  party  to  any  such  judgment  may  appeal, 
the  same  as  provided  by  law  in  relation  to  other  actions 
excepting  that  in  case-  of  an  appeal  on  the  par|  of  said 
corporation  it  shall,  riot  be  required  to  execute  any  security 
whatever.

remaining  unpaid,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  the 
levying  and  collecting  of  county  taxes  by  town  collectors 
and  to  return  the  said  warrant  and  roll  in  ninety  days 
after  the  date  of  the  warrant.

having  executed  and  furnished  the  security  required  by 
the  trustees,  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  unpaid  taxes  in 
said  roll  specified,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  the  Tobewi- 
collection  of  county  taxes,  and  shall  have  and  possess  all  JectedsBme 
the  power  and  authority  conferred  by  law  on  the  coUectors  SSS?"  ^ 
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of  county  taxes,  and  ehall  in  like  manner  pay  over  all

engineers,  ana  to  appoint  a  competent  number  of  able  and 
reputable  citizens  firemen,  and  prescribe  the  duties  of  fire- 
men, and  to  impose  reasonable  and  proper  fines  and  forfeit- 
ures for  a  violation  or  neglect  of  such  auty,  and  to  remove 
them  for  incapacity,  neglect  of  duty  or  misconduct,  and 
appoint  othere  in  their  places.    The  president  and  trustees 
of  said  village  shall  be  ex-officio  fire  wardens  of  said  village, 
and  may  appoint  as  many  additional  fire  wardens,  and 
prescribe  their  powers  and   duties,  as  they  shall  deem 
proper.

SSedtnd*  monalty  of  the  city  of  New  York  to  borrow  fi^m  time  to 
wto  of  inter-  time,  by  the  issue  of  bonds,  bearing  such  rates  of  interest 
as  they  may  deem  proper,  not  exceeding  seven  per  cent 
per  annum,  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  all 
expensed  incurred  or  to  be  incurred  on  account  of  r^nla- 
ting  and  paving  streets,  building  sewers,  and  all  other

W/iereaSy  Lake  Superior,  surrounded  by  a  coast  of  more 
than  fiftceil  hundred  miles  in  length,  whose  shores  are 
lined  with  the  most  extensive  and  rich  deposits  of  copper 
and  iron  in  the  world,  whose  waters  aflford  fisheries  the 
most  valuable  in  the  interior  of  the  country,  is  still  discon- 
nected, for  the  purposes  of  navigation,  from  the  other  great 
lakes,  by  an  impassable  barrier  caused  by  the  falls  of  St 
Marie.  And  whereas,  a  ship  canal  of  three-tburths  of  a 
mile  in  length,  requiring  a  lockage  of  twenty  feet  around 
said  falls,  would  open  this  inland  sea  to  the  shipping  and 
commerce  of  the  whole  chain  of  lakes,  facilitate  tne  settle- 
ment of  a  new  region  of  country,  develope  new  resources 
of  natural  and  individual  wealtn,  and  open  new  fields  of 
enterprise.  And  whereas,  the  land  through  which  said 
canal  must  pass  is  held  by  the  national  government  as  a 
military  reserve,  and  beyond  the  reach  ot  state  or  private 
control  or  enterprise;  and  the  general  government,  though 
repeatedly  and  for  many  years  applied  to  for  an  appropri- 
ation to  build  said  work,  or  to  allow  the  same  to  oe  done 
by  state  or  individual  effort,  has  neglected  to  provide  for 
the  construction  of  this  ffreat  national  improvement.
